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Coat  of  Arms 


The  subject  of  heraldry  is  very  complicated,  and  for  our  pur¬ 
poses  here  only  a  few  interesting  details  regarding  the  Stewart 
coat  of  arms  issued  to  me  by  the  International  Heraldic  In¬ 
stitute,  Ltd.,  in  1955,  will  be  pointed  out. 

ROYAL  SIGNIFICANCE:  The  double  treasure  flory- 
counterflory  embodied  in  our  coat  of  arms  is  borne  ONLY  by 
families  having  royal  or  semiroyal  connections.  This  figure 
can  be  seen  on  the  shield;  it  consists  of  two  narrow  inner 
borders  sprouting  fleurs  de  lis  in  counter  changed  positions. 

This  double  treasure  flory-counterflory  figure  in  heraldry 
(described  above),  is  used  almost  exclusively  by  the  Scots.  Its 
origin  and  meaning  are  not  entirely  clear  even  to  the  herald- 
ist.  About  the  only  thing  they  can  learn  of  it  is  that  it  refers 
to  the  close  association  of  Scotland  and  France  for  several 
centuries. 

Following  is  the  heraldist’s  description  or  explan¬ 
ation  of  our  Stewart  coat  of  arms  (shown  opposite). 

“ARMS:  Or,  a  lion  rampant  gules,  armed  and  langued 
azure,  within  a  double  treasure  flory-counterflory  gules,  encir- 
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cled  with  the  Order  of  Scotland  composed  of  Rue  and  thistles, 
with  the  image  of  St.  Andrew  pendant  therefrom,  having  on 
his  breast  a  cross. 

“CREST:  Above  the  shield  a  sovereign’s  helmet  adorned 
with  an  imperial  crown  and  surmounted  by  a  lion  sejant  af- 
frontee,  holding  in  his  dexter  paw  a  sword  and  in  the  sinis¬ 
ter  a  scepter. 

“SUPPORTERS:  Two  unicorns  argent,  crowned  and 
gorged  with  a  Royal  coronet  and  chained  or. 

“MOTTO:  In  defense. 

“MOTTO:  Nemo  me  impune  lacessit. 

(No  one  provokes  me  with  impunity. )”

The  price  in  1955  was  $25,  and  the  coat  of  arms  was  receiv¬ 
ed  8  months  from  date  of  order. 


Special  Explanatory  Notes 


1.  References  to  sources  have  been  arranged  in  the 
following  manner:  When  only  one  fact  is  taken  from  an  au¬ 
thority,  that  source  is  cited  immediately  following  the  infor¬ 
mation  gained  from  it;  when  more  than  one  fact  is  taken  from 
an  authority,  the  source,  which  is  listed  by  number  under 
‘  ‘Notes’ 1  toward  the  end  of  the  volume,  is  referred  to  by  a 
corresponding  number.  These  FACTS  are  not  itemized;  a  sin¬ 
gle  reference  NOTE  in  most  cases,  represents  the  source  from 
which  the  material  covering  an  entire  family  is  constructed, 
with  cemeteries,  wills,  obituaries,  etc.,  furnishing  the  data 
expected  of  such  sources. 

To  further  simplify  this  reference  system,  source  num¬ 
bers  have  been  included  in  the  name  index  and  can  be  read¬ 
ily  recognized  by  their  parenthetical  enclosures.  Inasmuch  as 
generations  are  designated  by  superior  numbers  in  this  book, 
this  device  is  not  used  for  references,  and  figures  placed  with¬ 
in  parentheses  are  used  instead. 

2.  For  a  minimum  of  confusion  in  the  use  of  this 
lengthy  and  involved  compilation,  it  is  suggested  that  you 
first  establish  your  relationship  with  the  immigrant  ancestor, 
Sampson1  Stewart;  everything  revolves  around  him.  The  com¬ 
piler  has  gone  all-out,  so  to  speak,  in  an  effort  to  make  this 
task  easy  to  accomplish;  the  method  used  is  neither  new  nor 
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original  with  the  compiler,  yet  the  extent  of  its  usage  herein 
may  be  without  precedence.  A  brief  explanation  follows: 

You  will  notice  the  string  of  names,  each  with  a  supe¬ 
rior  number  attached  to  it  and  placed  within  parentheses, 
following  the  introduction  of  each  descendant.  This  enables 
each  descendant  to  tell  at  a  glance  his  own  descent  in  the 
successive  generations  from  the  immigrant  ancestor.  The  supe¬ 
rior  number  indicates  the  number  of  the  generation.  For  ex¬ 
ample: 

NELLIE  SUSAN7  BENNETT  (Mary  Nell6,  Robert 

Daws6,  Joseph  Stuart Prudence  Shaw6,  Mary  Ann 2, 

Sampson1). 

This  means  that  Nellie  Susan  is  of  the  seventh  generation  and 
a  daughter  of  Mary  Nell  of  the  sixth  generation,  who  was  a 
daughter  of  Robert  Daws  of  the  fifth  generation,  who  was  a 
son  of  Joseph  Stuart  of  the  fourth  generation,  who  was  a  son 
of  Prudence  Shaw  of  the  third  generation,  who  was  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Mary  Ann  of  the  second  generation,  this  Mary  Ann  be¬ 
ing  a  daughter  of  Sampson,  the  immigrant  ancestor. 

Persons  listed  in  Section  III  (pages  367-92)  of  this  book 
are  not  direct  descendants  of  Sampson  Stewart,  though  they 
are  of  the  same  lineage.  Relationship  can  be  ascertained  from 
the  heading  (in  small  print)  at  the  top  of  each  odd-number¬ 
ed  page  of  said  Section  III.

Introduction 


“How  did  you  happen  to  compile  this  book?”  Many  of  you 
have  asked  this  question.  Members  of  my  immediate  family 
explain  it  this  way:  “Sidney  is  a  born  skeptic — takes  nothing 
for  granted  not  even  her  origin.”  They  could  be  right. 

Nevertheless  the  idea  for  such  a  book  was  born  of  necessity 
during  my  research  for  a  historical  novel  based  on  the  life  of 
my  great-great-aunt,  Minerva  Katherine  Matthews,  who  was 
married  to  Dr.  G.  W.  Hill,  Secretary  of  War  under  presidents 
Sam  Houston  and  Anson  Jones  when  Texas  was  a  Republic. 
There  was  a  real  need  for  a  reference  book  which  did  not 
exist.  I  had  the  “makings”  for  such  a  book — my  research 
for  the  novel  had  provided  a  huge  conglomeration  of  facts  and 
figures  that  were  literally  screaming  for  organization. 

You  might  say  that  this  book,  this  genealogical  and  biograph¬ 
ical  reference  book,  was  the  solution  of  a  problem — the  simple 
procedure  of  putting  first  things  first.  The  novel  has  by  no 
means  been  abandoned,  just  postponed. 

Much  has  been  written,  and  recorded,  about  the  family 
whose  surname  has  been  spelled  variously:  Stewart ,  Stuart , 
Steuart,  and  yes  first  of  all,  Steward.  The  greatest  task  which 
I  encountered  was  in  determining  which  one  of  the  many  Stew¬ 
art  ancestral  lines  to  pursue.  By  use  of  the  trial  and  error 
method,  and  with  help  from  the  authorities  on  the  subject  of 
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genealogy,  the  desired  objective  was  attained.  As  you  very 
well  know,  the  method  was  not  a  rapid  procedure.  However, 
above  everything  else,  we  have  established  an  accurate  lin¬ 
eage;  and  I  shall  always  be  indebted  to  certain  relatives  for 
inestimable  help  (see  “ Acknowledgments’’ ). 


The  following  explanation  is  included  for  the  benef  it  of  those  of 
us  who  have  had  the  MISTAKEN  IDEA  that  our  immi¬ 
grant  ancestor  used  the  spelling  STUART  (the  explana¬ 
tion  is  repeated  in  effect  later  for  emphasis): 

The  spelling  ‘  ‘Stewart’  *  is  used  throughout  this  volume  for 
two  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  this  spelling  is  used  exclusive¬ 
ly  by  his  descendants  who  bear  his  surname.  Secondly,  Samp¬ 
son  himself  used  this  spelling  when  he  signed  such  papers  as 
his  daughter’s  marriage  bond  and  his  own  will  (see  pages  12 
and  401). 

Note:  According  to  the  authorities,  Mary  Queen  of  Scots 
was  the  first  of  the  Stewarts  to  use  the  spelling  “Stuart”. 
Many  followed  her  example. 


In  compiling  this  book  it  has  throughout  been  kept  in  mind 
that  a  genealogy  is  in  reality  a  type  of  history,  and  since  a 
history  is  only  as  good  as  it  is  accurate,  it  has  been  my  anx¬ 
ious  endeavor  to  record  facts  as  they  have  been  presented  to  me.

The  fact  remains  that  both 
women  could  claim  descent  from  Lady  Joan  Beau¬ 
fort,  even  if  Mary  Ann’s  ancestress  was  only  a 
half  sister  of  James  II  of  Scotland  (refer  to  any 
good  encyclopedia).  Moreover,  the  two  women 
had  equal  claim  to  the  foregoing  ancestral  line 
from  Lady  Joan  Beaufort,  No.  18,  back  to  Charle¬ 
magne,  No.  39.

In  Maury  County,  Tennessee,  I  am  under  obligation  to  Ida- 
mai  (Watson)  Cartwright  of  Columbia,  and  to  Cora  Lee  (Phelps)

of  Sampson  Stewart’s  descendants  migrated  westward  during 
the  late  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  centuries  some  of 
them  settled  in  Maury  County,  Tennessee.

MARY  NELL6  WRIGHT,  to  whom  this  volume  is  a  memorial, 
was  a  great-great-great-granddaughter  of  Sampson1  Stewart, 
our  immigrant  ancestor.  At  birth  she  was  given  the  one  name, 
“Mary”.  However,  like  her  Scotch  and  Irish  ancestors,  she 
had  a  mind  of  her  own  from  the  beginning  and  as  soon  as 
she  was  old  enough  to  assert  herself  she  added  the  middle 
name,  “Nell”.  Although  it  seemed  nothing  more  than  a  child¬ 
ish  whim  at  the  time,  as  the  years  passed  “Nell”  became  a  per¬ 
manent  part  of  her  identification — just  as  she  had  willed  it. 

On  July  7,  1904,  MARY  WRIGHT  was  born  in  the  Liberty 
Hill  community  of  Navarro  County  where  her  great-grand¬ 
parents  had  settled  in  1849  when  they  moved  to  Texas  from 
Maury  County,  Tennessee.  She  died  of  cancer  on  September 
21,  1954,  in  Coral  Gables,  Florida  (a  suburb  of  Miami).  Her 
parents  were  Robert  Daws  and  Nellie  Dove  (Terry)  Wright 
presently  of  Hubbard,  Texas.  She  was  buried  in  Fairview 
Cemetery,  Hubbard,  Texas. 

MARY  NELL  WRIGHT  was  a  member  of  the  Cumberland 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Liberty  Hill  where  her  father’s  grand- 
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parents  had  been  charter  members.  She  joined  the  church  as 
a  child,  as  did  her  four  sisters:  Myrl,  Sidney,  Jo  Anna,  and 
Alice.  She  was  fourteen  years  older  than  her  only  brother, 
Robert  Daws  Wright,  Jr. 

MARY  NELL  WRIGHT  was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
of  Liberty  Hill  and  Dawson,  Texas;  she  attended  Baylor  Col¬ 
lege  for  Women  (now  Mary  Hardin-Baylor) ,  Belton,  Texas, 
and  North  Texas  State  College,  Denton,  Texas,  where  she 
received  a  B.  A.  degree  in  education. 

On  July  20,  1944,  MARY  NELL  WRIGHT  was  married  to 
Captain  Victor  Wilson  Bennett,  Air  Corps,  U.  S.  Army.  He 
was  born  May  19,  1889,  in  Frostburg,  Maryland,  a  son  of 
William  Sellman  and  Frances  Susan  (Wilson)  Bennett.  At  the 
time  of  MARY  NELL’S  marriage  she  was  a  teacher  in  the 
Del  Rio,  Texas,  school  system.  After  her  husband’s  military 
service  they  lived  at  3709  Monserrate  Street,  Coral  Gables, 
Florida. 

In  Coral  Gables  MARY  NELL  was  a  member  of  the  Faculty 
Wives  Club  of  the  University  of  Miami,  Gamma  Alpha  Chi 
Sorority,  Coral  Gables  Womans  Club,  and  the  American  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  University  Women. 

Victor  W.  Bennett,  Ph.D.,  was  Chairman  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Marketing  at  the  University  of  Miami.  At  the  time 
of  his  death,  in  1955,  he  was  a  Director  of  the  American 
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(Miami,  Florida,  1952) 

Victor  Wilson  and  Mory  Nell  (Wright)  Bennett 
and  their  daughter, 

Nellie  Susan  Bennett. 
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Marketing  Association,  District  Director  of  the  Advertising 
Federation  of  America,  a  member  of  the  Advertising  Club  of 
Greater  Miami,  and  Past  President  and  Director  of  the  Miami 
Sales  Executives  Club.  He  died  of  pneumonia  and  was  buried 
in  Fairview  Cemetery,  Hubbard,  Texas. 

The  account  of  his  career ,  below ,  is  based  on  the  1 950  edition 
of  Who's  Who  in  America ,  records  of  various  colleges  and 
universities,  and  a  family  scrapbook  of  newspaper  clippings.

Victor  W.  Bennett,  marketing  consultant  and  instructor,  held 
degrees  from  the  following  colleges  and  universities:  B.  A., 
Gettysburg  College;  M.  A.,  University  of  Pittsburgh;  and 
Ph.D.,  University  of  Washington.  He  had  also  studied  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  Stanford,  and  Boston  University 
College  of  Business  Administration. 

Before  his  position  at  the  University  of  Miami,  he  had  been 
an  instructor  of  accounting,  Boston  University;  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  of  accounting,  University  of  Pittsburgh;  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  of  business  administration,  Emory  University;  assistant 
professor  of  marketing,  University  of  Hawaii;  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  and  head  of  the  department  of  marketing,  University 
of  Maryland. 

From  1933  to  1939  he  was  management  counselor  of  the 
Farm  Credit  Administration,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  was  a 
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member  of  the  national  panel  of  the  American  Arbitration 
Association. 

He  served  as  a  lieutenant  in  World  War  I,  receiving  his 
training  at  Platsburg  Barracks  in  New  York  and  Troy,  N.  Y. 
First  as  captain  then  as  major,  U.S.  Army,  during  World 
War  II,  he  served  at  the  B-26  Transition  School,  Del  Rio, 
Texas.  It  was  here,  in  Del  Rio 

.  .  .  that  he,  Capt.  V.  W.  Bennett,  met  our  sub¬ 
ject  STEWART  descendant,  MARY  NELL  WRIGHT , 

while  stationed  at  the  B-26  school  where  he  directed  ground 
training;  he  later  served  as  personal  affairs  officer  at  Black- 
land  Army  Airfield,  Waco,  Texas.  Immediately  after  World 
War  II  he  did  service  at  Ellington  Field,  Houston,  Texas,  as 
director  of  counselor-training  at  the  Separation  Center. 

In  addition  to  previously  named  clubs  and  organizations,  he 
was  a  member  of  Philo  Literary  Society  (Gettysburg  College), 
Tau  Kappa  Alpha,  Delta  Sigma  Phi,  and  Delta  Sigma  Pi.  He 
was  a  Democrat,  Methodist,  Mason  (K.  T.  Shriner),  and  an 
Elk.  He  was  a  member  of  the  following  clubs:  Rotary,  Coral 
Gables  Country,  and  University  of  Miami  Propeller  (president). 

He  was  co-author  of  CURRENT  ECONOMIC  POLICIES  and 
author  of  numerous  articles. 

With  the  untimely  passing  of  MARY  NELL  (WRIGHT)  and 
V.  W.  Bennett,  there  was  one  compensation:  they  left  a  fine 
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young  daughter,  NELLIE  SUSAN  BENNETT,  who  has  made 
an  exceptional  adjustment  to  circumstances.  Although  the 
first  years  were  extremely  difficult  she  is  now  a  happy  child 
with  her  aunt  and  uncle,  Jo  Anna  (Wright)  and  Prentice 
Soupiset,  in  whose  childless  home  she  was  more  than  welcome. 

Like  most  children  whose  parents  are  engaged  in  the  field  of 
education,  “SUSAN'S”  schooling  began  at  home.  Yet  her  for¬ 
mal  education  began  when  she  was  only  3  at  the  “Playhouse”,  a 
nursery  and  kindergarten  in  Miami,  Florida  (operated  by  Mrs. 
Shaver).  She  graduated  from  the  “Playhouse”  at  the  age  of  5 
in  the  spring  of  1953  and  the  following  term  entered  Dear¬ 
born  private  school  (also  in  Miami)  where  her  training  con¬ 
tinued  until  she  went  to  her  new  home  in  Elkhart,  Kansas. 

In  Elkhart  NELLIE  SUSAN  BENNETT  is  a  Methodist 
(her  paternal  great-grandfather,  the  Rev.  Wilson,  was  a 
Methodist  minister),  Girl  Scout,  Rainbow  Girl,  a  member  of 
the  Junior  Choir  of  her  church,  sings  alto  in  her  School 
Ensemble,  is  a  Junior  High  School  cheer  leader,  and  in  the 
school  band  she  is  presently  in  the  honored  position  of  “first 
chair”  in  the  flute  section.  She  is  also  a  good  piano  and  dance 
student. 

Currently,  her  ambition  is  to  be  a  professional  model.  She 
is  a  gracefully  tall  brunette  with  sharp  brown,  almost  black, 
eyes.  And,  although  she  has  inherited  her  father’s  coloring, 
and  a  friendly  personality  from  both  parents,  she  possesses 
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her  mother’s  quality  of  self-effacement  which  has  served  her 
well  when  she  has  faced  both  personal  tragedies  and  triumphs. 

Though  SUSAN  was  an  only  child,  she  was  by  no  means  left 
alone  with  the  loss  of  both  parents.  She  had  living  grand¬ 
parents,  the  R.  D.  Wrights  of  Hubbard,  Texas  (she  had  spent 
her  summer  vacations  in  their  home  since  she  was  3) .  She  had 
aunts,  uncles,  and  cousins.  Her  father’s  brother,  Raymond  Ben¬ 
nett,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  in  whose  home  she  visited 
in  1958,  has  been  a  real  uncle;  he  writes  letters  to  her  and 
always  remembers  her  at  Christmas  and  on  her  birthday. 

The  following  letter  from  a  friend  is  self-explanatory:

‘  ‘Although  you  are  only  a  little  girl,  I  do  want  to  write  you  a 
letter  about  your  father.  If  you  do  not  read  this  letter  now, 
or  it  is  not  read  to  you,  I  know  that  some  day  you  will  want 
to  know  how  greatly  your  father  was  liked  by  the  men  in 
his  line  of  work,  how  much  they  thought  of  him,  and  how 
much  they  miss  him. 
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“Your  father  besides  being  a  college  professor  and  dean  was 
also  what  we  call  a  marketing  expert.  That  is,  he  knew  all 
about  how  things  should  be  advertised  and  sold  in  order  that 
the  companies  making  them  could  make  money.  He  also  knew 
all  about  how  stores  should  be  run,  and  he  was  an  expert  in 
what  are  called  trading  areas. 

“The  reason  I  am  writing  you  is  that  your  father  was  one 
of  the  leaders  in  this  country  in  this  marketing  business.  He 
was  what  we  call  a  Director  of  the  American  Marketing 
Association.  Because  I  am  the  head  of  that  group  I  was  able 
to  know  and  work  with  your  father. 

‘  ‘He  was  a  very  fine  and  wonderful  person  and  there  are  a 
great  many  people  like  me  in  various  parts  of  the  United 
States  who  thought  a  great  deal  of  him. 

“I  am  very  glad  that  you  have  been  able  to  go  and  live  with 
your  aunt,  Mrs.  Soupiset.  I  hope  that  you  will  have  a  good 
time  and  that  things  will  go  well  with  you.  I  have  a  little 
boy  who  is  just  about  your  age. 

“Please  be  sure  to  let  me  know  if  I  can  ever  do  anything 
for  you.

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NELLIE  SUSAN7  BENNETT  was  born  June  25,  1947,  in 
St.  Francis  Hospital,  Miami  Beach,  Florida.  Until  her  mother’s 
extended  illness  in  1954,  she  lived  with  her  parents  at  3709 
Monserrate  Street,  Coral  Gables,  Florida. 

SUSAN  will  always  remember  the  plane  flight  with  her 
“Aunt  Jo  Anna”  that  took  her  from  Miami  by  way  of  Chi¬ 
cago  to  Wichita,  Kansas,  where  they  were  met  by  her  uncle, 
Prentice  Soupiset,  who  drove  them  to  Elkhart.  This  trip  which 
was  to  have  been  a  visit  of  convenience  turned  out  to  be  a 
journey  to  her  new  home.  And  many  changes  took  place  dur¬ 
ing  the  two  years  that  passed  before  she  returned  to  Miami — 
this  time,  to  see  old  friends  and  for  a  short  visit  with  the 
new  owners  of  3709  Monserrate  Street.

BALLYMACASHEN  HOUSE, 

KILLINCHY,  COUNTY  DOWN, 

NORTHERN  IRELAND 

Built  in  1818,  the  above  structure  now  stands  on  the  same  site 
of  the  older  Ballymacashen  House  where  Sampson  Stewart  was 
born  in  1752.  The  kitchen  of  the  old  home  was  incorporated  into 
the  new,  and  is  still  untouched  by  any  modernization.  The  home 
was  owned  by  the  Stewarts  from  1749,  when  John  Stewart, 
father  of  Sampson,  married  Jane  Carr,  until  1915  when  Mrs. 
Mary  Elizabeth  Stewart  Cleland  sold  it  to  a  neighbor,  Thomas 
Gill,  who  still  owns  it. 


Sampson  Stewart 

(1752-1832) 


SAMPSON1  STEWART  (our  immigrant  ancestor),  of  Scotch- 
Irish  descent,  was  born  in  Ballymacashen,  County  Down, 
Northern  Ireland  in  1752,  and  died  in  Guilford  County,  North 
Carolina  in  1832.  His  parents  were  John  Stewart  (1727-1810) 
and  Jane  (Carr)  Stewart  (1731-1804)  who  were  married  in 
1749.  Jane  (Carr)  Stewart  was  a  daughter  of  John  Carr  of  Go¬ 
shen,  near  Killyleagh  town  in  N.  Ireland  (see  p.  403-5,  439-40). 

SAMPSON’S  paternal  grandparents  were  James  Stewart 
(1698-C.1776)  and  Jennet  (Shaw)  Stewart,  born  March  7,  1701. 
They  were  married  March  18,  1725. 

SAMPSON’S  paternal  great-grandparents  were  William  Stew¬ 
art,  farmer  and  ruling  elder  in  the  Killyleagh  Presbyterian 
church,  born  c.  1670,  and  Judith  (Finley)  Stewart. 

About  1773  SAMPSON  STEWART  married  Catherine  Wiley 
who  was  born  in  1758  in  County  Down,  Northern  Ireland,  and 
died  in  1849  in  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina.  (1) 

Their  exact  immigration  date  is  not  known.  We  do  know, 
however,  that  SAMPSON  served  in  the  American  Revolution; 
this  is  of  record  in  Book  A,  page  269,  Accounts  of  United 
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States  with  North  Carolina,  War  of  Revolution,  The  Archives, 
Raleigh,  N.  C.  Also  Revolutionary  Army  Accounts,  Public 
Accounts  1-6,  page  262. 

We  know,  too,  that  SAMPSON  wras  in  America  as  early 
as  December  16,  1778;  the  deed  records  of  Guilford  County, 
N.  C.,  show  that  he  purchased  land  there  on  that  date  (Land 
Grant  No.  16,  Book  1,  page  493). 

It  is  assumed  that  William  Wiley  was  the  father  of  SAMP¬ 
SON’S  wife,  Catherine,  and  that  they  may  have  immigrated 
at  the  same  time.  SAMPSON’S  will  (see  excerpts  below)  re¬ 
veals  that  he  and  Catherine  named  a  son  William  Wiley.  Also 
the  name  “William  Wiley”  appears  on  a  deed  of  SAMPSON’S, 
dated  August  9,  1783  (deed  records,  Guilford  County,  N.  C., 
Book  2,  page  339) .  The  deed  records  of  Guilford  County  show 
that  a  family  by  the  name  of  Wiley  owned  land  adjoining  the 
SAMPSON  STEWART  plantation.  Moreover,  the  surname 
“Wiley”  (sometimes  spelled  “Wieley”)  was  discovered  by  the 
writer  in  the  old  court  records  of  Maury  County,  Tennessee, 
where  SAMPSON’S  daughter,  Mary  Ann,  and  others  settled. 

At  the  time  he  made  his  will  in  1828,  SAMPSON’S  planta¬ 
tion  consisted  of  476  acres.  He  and  Catherine  were  the  parents 
of  7  children  (see  following). 

The  willy  probated  in  1832,  is  of  record  in  Guilford  Co.,  N.  C., 
Wills  Volume  B,  page  456  JB  999  ( see  copy  p.  397),  excerpts  below: 

“First:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Catherine  my  beloved  wife  one 
negro  woman  named  Lydia  to  be  at  her  disposal  forever,  two 
beds  and  furniture,  one  case  of  drawers  the  cupboard  with  all 
its  contents  I  allow  her  to  occupy  the  dwelling  house  in 
which  we  now  live,  during  the  term  of  her  natural  life,  with 
a  supply  of  provisions  yearly  to  consist  of  wheat,  corn,  meat, 
milk,  butter,  sugar,  and  coffee  free  from  expense  and  a  horse 
when  she  wishes  to  ride,  also  the  round  table  and  her  wheel. 


180-Year-Old  Chest  Now  Belongs  to 
Julius  Mark  Stewart 


The  solid  walnut  chest  in  the  above  picture  once  belonged  to  SAMPSON  STEWART,  the  im¬ 
migrant,  and  now  belongs  to  JULIUS  MARK  STEWART,  Greensboro,  N.  C.  Note  the  wooden 
Pegs  used  instead  of  nails  and  the  small  “bun-foot”  support  on  which  the  chest  rests.

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Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  WILLIAM  WILEY 
STEWART  Forty  Dollars  to  be  paid  out  of  my  estate,  he  having 
received  Five  Hundred  Dollars  before  this  time  in  cash. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  ISAAC  STEWART 
all  the  lands  of  which  I  die  seized  and  possessed  consisting  of 
three  plantations  all  adjoining  each  other  on  the  waters  of 
Alamance  Creek  the  first  containing  two  hundred  and  forty- 
two  acres  which  I  purchased  from  William  Wiley.  The  second 
I  entered,  and  the  third  containing  fifty  acres  which  I  pur¬ 
chased  from  Moses  Cobb  and  for  more  particular  description 
of  all  which  tracts  of  land  reference  is  here  made  to  the 
title  deeds,  to  have  and  to  hold  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Of  the  last  mentioned  tract  Forty  Dollars  of  the  purchase 
money  is  yet  remaining  unpaid,  which  sum  I  allow  my  son 
Isaac  to  pay,  and  if  he  does  not  see  proper  to  do  so  I  allow 
that  land  to  be  sold  and  so  much  of  the  price  thereof  to  be 
applied  to  that  use  as  will  discharge  the  debt. 

I  also  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Isaac  one  negro  girl 
named  Esther  and  a  negro  boy  named  Levi  to  him  and  his 
heirs  forever,  also  my  clock. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  MARY  ANN 
MATTHEWS  one  negro  girl  named  Hannah  to  her  and  her 
heirs  forever. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  heirs  of  my  daughter 
JANE  WILEY,  deceased,  Three  Hundred  Dollars  to  be  paid 
out  of  my  estate  and  to  be  equally  divided  among  them. 
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Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  CATHERINE 
RUSSELL  one  negro  girl  named  Thankful  to  her  and  her 
heirs  forever. 

Item:  I  have  already  given  to  my  daughter  MARTHA  GUL- 
LETT  the  following  property,  viz:  One  bed  and  furniture,  one 
mare,  one  cow,  household  furniture,  and  at  two  different 
times  Fifty  Dollars  in  cash.  I  also  allow  her  during  the  term 
of  her  life  the  use  of  a  negro  girl  called  Nance  and  after  her 
death  said  negro  girl  to  belong  to  her  children  forever  which 
is  all  I  allow  her  of  my  property  except  such  as  I  may  here¬ 
after  expressly  mention. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  grandson  John  Stewart, 
son  of  Isaac,  one  negro  girl  called  Rebecca  to  him  and  his 
heirs  forever. 

Item:  My  five  remaining  negroes,  viz:  Rose,  Tamer,  Jack- 
son,  Prude,  and  Eli,  I  leave  to  my  son  Isaac  Stewart  if  he 
chooses  to  take  them,  and  pay  Six  Hundred  Dollars  within 
two  years  after  my  decease,  if  not  I  allow  them  to  be  sold 
and  the  price  divided. 

Item:  I  give  to  the  Auxiliary  Bible  Society  of  Guilford  Coun¬ 
ty  Twenty  Dollars.  I  also  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Alamance 
Female  Benevolent  Society  Ten  Dollars. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  old  negro  woman  Ten  Dol¬ 
lars  to  be  paid  out  of  my  estate.  I  allow  all  my  personal 
perishable  property  to  be  sold  and  the  money  arising  there¬ 
from  together  with  what  is  and  may  be  due  me  from  my  son 
JOHN'S  estate  in  South  Carolina  together  with  whatever 
surplus  and  residue  may  remain  after  the  discharge  of  all  the

SAMPSON  STEWART  HOMESITE, 
GUILFORD  COUNTY,  NORTH  CAROLINA 


This  house  stands  where  the  old  house  stood  until  seventy-five 
years  ago.  This  home,  only  six  miles  from  Greensboro,  N.  C.,  is 
presently  owned  by  Mrs.  Pacquet  (not  a  descendant),  who  told 
Mark  Stewart  in  June,  1956,  when  the  picture  was  made,  that 
some  of  the  old  house  was  used  in  the  present  structure.  The 
homeplace  consisted  of  476  acres,  representing  three  planta¬ 
tions,  each  joining  the  other.  Sampson  owned  14  slaves. 

The  Sampson  Stewart  homesite  shown  above  is  three  miles 
from  the  old  Finley  Stewart  homesite.  Finley  was  Sampson’s 
uncle  (his  father’s  brother)  who  also  came  to  America  from 
County  Down,  Northern  Ireland.  According  to  the  deed  records 
of  Guilford  County,  Book  1,  page  493,  Finley’s  original  land 
grant  from  the  State  of  North  Carolina  was  No.  15,  and  Samp¬ 
son’s  was  No.  16. 
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above  mentioned  legacies  and  bequeaths  to  be  divided  in  the 
following  manner,  viz:  to  my  wife  Catherine  a  part,  to  my 
son  Isaac  Stewart  one  part,  to  Sampson  Stewart  Wiley  a  part, 
to  Sampson  Stewart  Matthews  a  part,  to  Samuel  Russell,  son 
of  Catherine  Russell,  a  part,  to  my  grandson  John  Stewart, 
son  of  Isaac,  three  parts,  to  Martha  Russell  one  part,  to  Wil¬ 
liam  W.  Stewart  a  part,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  my 
estate. 

Item:  I  do  hereby  make  ordain  and  constitute  my  son  Isaac 
Stewart  and  my  worthy  friend,  Matthew  Young  of  Guilford 
County,  executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.” 

SAMPSON1  STEWART  and  his  wife,  Catherine,  were  char¬ 
ter  members  of  Alamance  Presbyterian  church  near  Greens¬ 
boro,  N.  C.,  where  they  attended  services  with  their  seven 
children.  The  “Female  Benevolent  Society,”  mentioned  in 
Sampson’s  will,  was  a  Presbyterian  organization  and  the  first 
local  woman’s  organization  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Guilford  County,  N.  C.,  homesite  shown  on  the  oppo¬ 
site  page  is  where  Sampson  and  Catherine  Stewart  watched 
their  children  grow  up— and  where  they  said  their  good-byes. 
The  first  to  leave  them  was  probably  John,  who  sought  his 
fortune  in  South  Carolina.  Then  Jane  married  John  Wiley 
(possibly  a  cousin).  Mary  Ann  married  Robert  Matthews  and 
moved  to  Maury  County,  Tennessee.  Martha  married  Edward 
Gullett,  and  Catherine  married  Alexander  Russell.  Then  Wil¬ 
liam  Wiley  married  Mary  Hall,  and  Isaac  married  Euphance 
Close.  (See  following  pages  for  a  detailed  account  of  each 
child  of  Sampson  and  Catherine  Stewart.) 
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Then  in  1823  the  sad  news  came  that  John  had  died  in 
South  Carolina.  And  before  Sampson’s  death  in  1832,  their 
daughter  Jane  had  died. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Sampson,  in  his  will,  left  all 
of  his  land  to  his  son,  Isaac,  and  the  use  of  the  dwelling  house, 
among  other  things,  to  his  wife,  Catherine.  Later  records  in¬ 
dicate  that  Isaac  and  his  family  shared  the  dwelling  house 
with  Catherine  and  looked  after  her  in  her  old  age;  even  af¬ 
ter  Isaac’s  death  in  1837,  it  was  his  widow,  Euphance,  who 
was  responsible  for  her  welfare. 

In  this  connection,  an  old  record  was  discovered  in  the  vault 
of  the  Guilford  County  courthouse  by  Mark  Stewart  in  1956, 
during  his  search  for  Stewart  history.  The  record  was  in  the 
form  of  an  application  made  in  1848  by  Euphance  Stewart  to 
the  “Children’s  Guardian”  for  an  allowance  of  $20  for  meal 
for  the  “old  woman”  [Catherine,  who  was  now  ninety  years 
old].  Euphance  had  been  left  with  seven  children  when  she 
was  widowed  by  the  death  of  Isaac.  Her  oldest  son,  John, 
was  only  thirteen  when  his  father  died.  According  to  the 
Alamance  Presbyterian  church  records,  Catherine  died  on  Jan¬ 
uary  1,  1849.

DAR  DEDICATION - The  Daughters  of  the  American  Rev¬ 

olution  bronze  plaque  at  the  grave  of  SAMPSON  STEWART 
was  dedicated  by  the  above  group  of  DAR  officials  and  des¬ 
cendants  of  the  Revolutionary  war  soldier.  The  U.  S.  flag  was 
placed  on  the  grave  by  Albert  Stewart  III  of  Fayetteville, 
N.  C.,  seventh  generation  descendant  of  SAMPSON  STEW¬

Chapter,  and  in  whose  honor  the  plaque  was  presented;  and 
Mrs.  Scott  Russ  of  Fayetteville,  Col.  Robert  Rowan  officer 
who  made  the  invocation. — All  our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Conyers 
and  Mark  Stewart  who  gave  the  plaque. 
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In  the  year  1957,  under  the  sponsorship  of  Julius  Mark 
Stewart,  a  marker  was  finally  erected  at  the  graves  of  SAMP¬ 
SON  and  Catherine  (Wiley)  STEWART  in  Alamance  Church 
Cemetery  near  Greensboro,  N.  C.  The  marker,  bearing  the 
official  DAR  bronze  plaque  of  the  REVOLUTIONARY  WAR

CHAPTER  I

Jane  Stewart 


JANE2  STEWART  (Sampson1)  was  born  c.  1774,  a  daughter 
of  Sampson  and  Catherine  (Wiley)  Stewart.  She  died  some¬ 
time  between  1798,  the  recorded  date  of  her  marriage,  and 
1828,  the  year  her  father  made  his  will  which  states  that  she 
is  deceased  (page  3). 

Little  specific  information  regarding  JANE  STEWART  has 
come  down  to  us.  The  marriage  records  of  Guilford  County, 
N.  C.,  show  the  year  of  her  marriage  to  John  Wiley  to  be 
1798,  which  was  two  years  before  the  marriage  of  her  sister, 
Mary  Ann.  If  this  means  that  JANE  was  older  than  Mary 
Ann  it  also  means  that  she  was  born  in  Northern  Ireland,  as 
it  has  already  been  established  that  Mary  Ann  was  born  there, 
before  the  family  came  to  live  in  America  (pages  14  &  416). 

It  is  believed  that  JANE  and  John  Wiley  moved  to  Maury 
County,  Tennessee,  possibly  in  company  with  JANE’S  sister 
and  brother-in-law,  Mary  Ann  and  Robert  Matthews,  in  1801; 
the  name  “John  Wiley”  appears  along  with  that  of  Robert 
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Matthews  in  the  old  deed  records  of  Maury  County:  specifi¬ 
cally,  Vol.  1,  1807-43,  Books  G  and  K.  Likewise,  it  seems 
more  than  a  coincidence  that  the  names  “A.  Russell”  and 
“Samuel  Gullett”  appear  in  the  same  records.  It  is  assumed 
that  “A.  Russell”  is  Alexander  Russell,  husband  of  Catherine 
Stewart  who  was  a  sister  of  JANE;  and  it  is  believed  that 
“Samuel  Gullett”  was  JANE’S  nephew  (son  of  Martha  Stewart) . 

The  following  marriage  bond  of  JANE  STEWART  and  John 
Wiley  is  from  the  Guilford  County  Marriage  Bonds,  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Archives  and  History,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Know  all  men  by  these  presents:  That  We,  John  Wiley  and 
Sampson  *  Stuart  are  hereby  held  and  firmly  bound  unto  Sam¬ 
uel  Ashe,  Esquire,  Governor,  &c.  in  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred 
Pounds  which  payment  well  and  truly  to  be  made  we  bind  our- 
selver  our  heirs  and  jointly  and  severly  firmly  by  these  pres¬ 
ents  and  seals,  dated  this  30th  day  of  April,  1798. 

WHEREAS  this  day  the  above  bounden  John  Wiley  hath 
taken  out  license  to  be  married  to  Miss  **Jean  Stuart.  Now, 
if  it  shall  not  at  any  time  hereafter  appear  that  there  is  any 
lawful  cause  to  obstruct  said  marriage  then  the  above  obliga¬ 
tion  void  otherwise  to  remain  in  full  force.

SAMPSON  STEWART3  WILEY  (Jane2,  Sampson1)  was  born 
c.  1799.  It  is  assumed  that  he  was  born  in  Guilford  County, 
N.  C.,  where  his  parents,  Jane  (Stewart)  and  John  Wiley, 
were  married  in  1798  (see  marriage  bond  opposite  page). 

SAMPSON  STEWART  WILEY  could  have  been  an  only  child 
since  he  is  the  only  child  of  Jane  Wiley  mentioned  in  her 
father’s  will  (p.  5).  Although  there  are  indications  that  his 
parents  moved  to  Maury  County,  Tennessee  (p.  11  &  12),  it 
is  not  known  whether  he  lived  and  died  there;  the  writer 
was  unable  to  make  a  thorough  search. 

Eli  Wiley,  grandson  of  Sampson1  Stewart,  who  in  1849  sued 
the  administrators  and  other  heirs  for  settlement  of  his  grand¬ 
father’s  estate  (p.  402),  was  likely  a  son  of  SAMPSON  STEW¬ 
ART3  WILEY. 

The  deed  records  of  Guilford  County,  N.  C.,  show  that  sev¬ 
eral  families  by  the  name  of  Wiley  lived  in  Guilford  County 
until  1900,  though  no  further  record  of  SAMPSON  STEW¬ 
ART  WILEY  was  found.  I  hope  that  I  have  at  least  scratched  the 
surface  for  the  JVILEY  descendants.

CHAPTER  II

Mary  Ann  Stewart 

(STUART)  * 


MARY  ANN2  STEWART*  (Sampson1)  was  born  c.  1775,  a 
native  of  Ballymacashen,  County  Down,  Northern  Ireland,  and 
died  c.  1864,  near  Columbia,  Maury  County,  Tennessee.  Her 
parents  were  Sampson  and  Catherine  (Wiley)  Stewart.  (1) 

On  November  3,  1800,  in  Guilford  County,  N.  C.,  a  bond 
was  executed  for  the  marriage  of  MARY  ANN  STEWART 
and  Robert  Matthews.  The  following  year  they  moved  to  Maury 
County,  Tennessee,  where  they  raised  a  large  family  (see  fol¬ 
lowing  pages). 

Childhood  sweethearts?  Could  this  romance  have  started  dur¬ 
ing  their  journey  from  the  old  country  to  the  new?  A  carefully 
preserved  history  of  the  family  of  MARY  ANN  (p.  414-23) 
advises  that  she  came  to  America  from  [Northern]  Ireland  as 
a  child  and  that  a  family  by  the  name  of  Matthews  came  over 


*There  has  always  been  a  tendency  among  her  descendants  to  spell  the  name  “Stuart”.  How¬ 
ever,  Charles  Culous  Matthews,  a  descendant,  advises  by  letter  that  his  grandfather  used  the 
“Stewart”  spelling  in  recording  the  birth  of  Charles  Stewart  Matthews  who  was  born  in  1866. 
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on  the  same  schooner;  they  had  a  son  named  Robert  who  lat¬ 
er  married  MARY  ANN. 

Although  it  is  difficult  to  appraise  the  character  of  a  person 
born  almost  200  years  ago,  I  believe  it  would  be  safe  to  assume 
that  MARY  ANN’S  strongest  trait  was  resourcefulness.  This 
is  suggested  in  many  ways,  two  in  particular:  she  delivered 
one  of  her  own  babies  with  no  earthly  assistance  (see  p.  420) ; 
secondly,  her  husband  had  full  confidence  in  her  ability  to 
make  important  decisions.  He  proved  this  when  he  made  his 
will  in  1839;  at  a  time  when  women  were  not  often  given  credit 
for  knowing  about  such  things,  he  left  his  affairs  to  her  discre¬ 
tion,  sprinkling  the  document  with  such  phrases  as  “in  the  way 
she  thinks  best  for  the  use  of  the  family”,  and  “if  she  thinks 
best  she  may  sell”  (p.  411-13).  Their  oldest  son,  Sampson 
Stewart  Matthews,  was  thirty-one  years  old  at  the  time  and 
was  appointed  executor  while  his  mother  was  executrix. 

Robert  Matthews,  husband  of  MARY  ANN,  was  born  in 
1773  presumably  in  N.  Ireland  (see  p.  416)  and  died  in  1839 
in  Maury  County,  Tennessee.  The  cemetery  where  they  were 
buried  is  said  to  be  near  McCains,  possibly  Huricane  Switch. 
He  was  a  cabinet-maker  and  farmer;  some  of  the  furniture 
he  made  from  native  walnut  and  cherry  woods  that  grew  just 
outside  their  cabin,  is  still  in  existence  (p.  418). 

Their  exact  immigration  date  is  unknown,  but  believed  to 
be  about  1778  (p.  1  &  2). 
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Robert  Matthews  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812  and  his 
son  Robert  Harve  owned  a  powder-horn  which  his  father  car¬ 
ried  through  the  War  of  1812,  and  his  (Robert  Harve’s)  mat¬ 
ernal  grandfather,  Sampson  Stewart,  carried  in  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War.  (From  “A  History  of  Navarro,  Henderson,  Anderson, 
Limestone,  Freestone,  and  Leon  Counties,  Texas”,  pages 
681-83,  Texas  State  Library,  Austin,  Texas.) 

The  following  copy  of  the  marriage  bond  of  Robert  Mat¬ 
thews  and  MARY  ANN  STEWART  is  from  the  Guilford 
County  Marriage  Bonds,  State  Department  of  Archives  and 
History,  Raleigh,  N.  C. : 

“State  of  North  Carolina 
“Guilford  County 

“Know  all  Men  by  these  presents:  That  we,  Robert  Mat¬ 
thews  &  Arthur  Forbush  in  the  state  aforesaid,  are  held  and 
firmly  bound  unto  Ralph  Gorrel,  Esquire,  Chairman  of  the 
court  of  the  county  aforesaid,  in  the  just  and  full  sum  of  Five 
Hundred  Pounds,  current  money  of  this  state,  to  be  paid  to 
the  said  Chairman,  or  his  successors  or  assigns:  to  the  which 
papment  well  and  truly  to  be  made  and  done,  we  bind  our¬ 
selves,  our  heirs,  executors  and  administrators.  Sealed  with 
our  seals  and  dated  this  3rd  day  of  November  anno  Dom,  1800. 

“THE  condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such,  that  where¬ 
as  the  above  bounden  Robert  Matthews  hath  made  application 
for  a  license  for  marriage  to  be  celebrated  between  him  and 
Mary  Ann  Stewart  of  the  county  aforesaid:  Now  in  case  it 
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shall  not  appear  hereafter,  that  there  is  any  lawful  cause  to 
obstruct  the  said  marriage,  then  the  above  obligation  to  be 
void  otherwise  to  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue. 

“Sealed  and  delivered)  [Signed]  Robert  *Mathews  [Seal] 
in  the  presence  of  us)  [Signed]  Arthur  Forbush”  [Seal] 


*It  is  not  known  why  the  groom-to-be  signed  his  last  name  with  only  one  “t”.  He  signed  his 
will,  some  39  years  later,  using  two  “t’s”  in  his  last  name;  his  sons  and  his  sons’  sons  used 
two  “t’s”.

JANE3  MATTHEWS  (Mary  Ann2,  Sampson1)  was  born  c.  1802 
in  Maury  County,  Tennessee,  a  daughter  of  Mary  Ann  (Stew¬ 
art)  and  Robert  Matthews.  The  date  of  her  birth  was  calcu¬ 
lated  from  the  recorded  date  of  her  parents’  marriage  (1800) 
and  the  birth  of  the  first  child  whose  birth  was  of  record

dates,  it  is  believed  that  JANE  was  born  about  1802. 

Family  records  say  that  JANE  MATTHEWS  never  married.

He  was 
wounded  at  Chickamauga  and  taken  home  where  he  was  cap¬ 
tured;  but  because  of  his  weakened  condition  was  allowed  his 
freedom.

Through  his  activities  in  professional,  business,  and  social 
life,  Dr.  HARVIE  LEE  MATTHEWS  contributed  much  to  the 
welfare  and  upbuilding  of  the  communities  in  which  he  lived. 

He  was  widely  and  favorably  known  throughout  Navarro 
County  as  a  skilled  physician,  and  was  considered  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  own  profession  as  a  leading  member  of  the  fra¬ 
ternity. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Navarro  County  Medical  Society, 
the  Central  Texas  Medical  Association,  and  the  Texas  State 
Medical  Association.  He  also  served  as  health  officer  of  the 
city  of  Dawson. 

Fraternally,  he  was  a  Master  Mason,  a  member  of  the  In¬ 
dependent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  the  Woodmen  of  the 
World.

THE  CARTWRIGHTS  AT  POLK  MANOR 
(Exterior  view  opposite  page  124) 

Built  in  1843,  Polk  Manor,  now  owned  by  Idamai  (Watson) 
and  Paul  Donald  Cartwright,  is  one  of  the  remaining  land¬ 
marks  left  by  the  famous  Polks  of  Maury  county,  Tennessee, 
which  included  Bishop  Leonidas  Polk  of  Civil  War  fame, 
James  K.  Polk,  11th  U.  S.  president,  and  others  (see  page 
124  for  more  about  the  Polks  and  their  descendant,  Mary  Yo- 
lande  Watson,  the  child  in  the  picture  over  the  love  seat 
on  the  opposite  page).  The  dog  is  ‘ ‘Skipper,' ’  ten-year-old 
Toy  Eskimo  Spitz. 

In  the  picture  on  the  opposite  page,  a  portion  of  one  of  the 
bedrooms  can  be  seen  with  steps  leading  down  into  the 
room.  Note  the  oval  shaped  door. 

There  are  two  stairways  in  the  house,  one  leading  from 
the  entrance  hall  to  two  bedrooms  on  the  second  floor  and 
the  other  leading  from  a  bedroom  on  the  south  side  to  a 
second  story  bedroom.  The  south  bedroom  which  the  Cart¬ 
wrights  occupy  has  an  adjoining  bath,  a  den  entered  from  the 
rear  of  the  house  and  a  sitting  room  which  opens  into  the 
kitchen.

The  Cartwrights  have  named  it  “Polk  Man¬ 
or”  for  the  builder,  Rufus  Polk,  who  built  it  as  a  rectory  to 
St.  John’s  Church  located  just  across  the  way.  The  child  in 
the  picture  above  the  love  seat  is  Mary  Yolande  Watson, 
niece  of  the  Cartwrights  (see  following  pages  for  detailed 
account  of  her).  She  is  a  descendant,  through  another  line, 
of  the  Polks  who  came  to  Maury  County  in  the  early  1800’s 
and  established  themselves  on  large  land  grants  from  the 
government  and  built  this  house  and  others  even  more  mas¬ 
sive.  They  are  remembered  as  the  four  Polk  brothers,  one  of 
them  being  Bishop  Leonidas  Polk,  known  as  the  “Fighting 
Bishop”  during  the  Civil  War. 

It  will  also  be  remembered  that  James  K.  Polk,  11th  U.S. 
president,  began  his  law  practice  in  Columbia,  Maury  County, 
Tennessee,  in  1820. 

During  the  past  two  years,  in  addition  to  her 
share  of  the  work  in  restoring  the  beauty  of 
Polk  Manor,  IDAMAI  CARTWRIGHT  has  render¬ 
ed  an  invaluable  service  in  the  collection  of  Mau¬ 
ry  County,  Tennessee  data  for  this  book.

POLK  MANOR 

The  setting  of  this  home  is  one  of  its  most  attractive  fea¬ 
tures.  Located  in  a  lawn  that  stretches  to  the  highway  and 
with  views  of  green  meadows  and  rolling  hills  on  all  sides, 
beloved  St.  John’s  church  styled  after  the  cathedrals  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  can  be  seen  just  across  the  way. 

The  story  is  told  that  during  the  War  between  the  States, 
soldiers  were  encamped  overnight  on  the  grounds  of  this 
home.  Next  morning  when  they  awakened  and  saw  the  irreg¬ 
ular  cornice  outlining  the  roof  one  of  the  soldiers  called  out: 
“Look,  the  cows  have  done  eaten  up  the  house!”

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statistical  facts  from  old  Bibles  and  cemeteries, 
and  has  consulted  older  cousins,  one  of  the  most 
helpful  being  Cousin  Cora  (Phelps)  Lovell  who 
will  be  92  in  October.

MINERVA  KATHERINE3  MATTHEWS  (Mary  Ann2,  Samp- 
son1)  was  born  September  23,  1812,  in  Maury  County,  Ten¬ 
nessee,  and  died  April  24,  1871,  in  Navarro  County,  Texas. 
Her  parents  were  Mary  Ann  (Stewart)  and  Robert  Matthews. 

MINERVA  KATHERINE  was  married  first  to  Frank  Slaugh¬ 
ter  (sometimes  spelled  Slauter)  about  1834;  their  first  child 
was  born  in  1836.  Three  children  were  born  to  this  union  (see 
following  pages). 

Her  second  husband  was  the  renowned  Dr.  George  Wash¬ 
ington  Hill,  for  whom  Hill  County,  Texas,  was  named.  This 
romance  began  in  Franklin,  Texas  (Sterling  Robertson's  col¬ 
ony),  where  MINERVA  KATHERINE  lived  as  a  young  wid¬ 
ow  with  three  children  in  the  home  of  her  bachelor  brother, 
Robert  Harve. 
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After  this  marriage  MINERVA  KATHERINE  lived  at  Spring 
Hill,  Texas  (near  the  present  town  of  Dawson),  where  her 
husband  was  sent  by  President  Sam  Houston  to  establish  a 
trading  post. 

In  addition  to  his  services  in  connection  with  the  trading 
post,  Dr.  Hill,  husband  of  MINERVA  KATHERINE  MAT¬ 
THEWS,  was  a  medical  doctor  and  statesman.  He  is  remem¬ 
bered  chiefly  for  his  services  to  the  young  republic  as 

a  member  of  the  Congress  of  Texas  1839~4-2  and 
Secretary  of  War  under  presidents  Houston  and  Jones. 

Although  no  children  were  born  to  this  marriage,  Dr.  Hill 
was  a  devoted  stepfather  to  MINERVA  KATHERINE'S  chil¬ 
dren.  In  his  will  (probated  1861,  Navarro  Co.,  Tex.)  he  re¬ 
ferred  to  her  son  as  “Robert  F.  Slauter  [Slaughter],  son  of 
my  said  wife  and  to  me  a  dutiful  stepson."  The  land  he  left 
to  Robert  F.  was  adjoining  the  tract  he  left  his  wife.  His 
marriage  to  MINERVA  KATHERINE  was  Dr.  Hill's  only 
marriage. 

As  a  permanent  reminder  of  their  part  in  the  epic  of  Tex¬ 
as,  the  state  erected  a  monument  at  their  graves  in  Spring 
Hill  cemetery,  using  the  following  inscription: 

“DR.  GEORGE  WASHINGTON  HILL 

“Came  to  Texas  in  1837 
Agent,  1840-1841 
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Member  of  the  Congress  of  Texas  1839-1842 

Secretary  of  War  under  Presidents  Houston  and  Jones

He  grew  up  in  a  farming  and  trading  post 
environment;  his  stepfather,  Dr.  G.  W.  Hill,  was  a  wealthy 
landowner,  trader,  physician  and  statesman  (see  preceding 
pages). 

ROBERT  F.  SLAUGHTER  was  no  doubt  an  adaptable  and 
congenial  sort  of  person.  Dr.  Hill  referred  to  him  in  his  will 
as  “a  dutiful  stepson”  and  was  generous  with  him  in  the 
provisions  of  the  will. 

Incidentally ,  Spring  Hill  cemetery ,  referred  to  so  many  times 
in  this  volume ,  was  once  a  part  of  the  Dr.  G.  IV.  Hill 

homeplace  where  ROBERT  F.  lived.  And  in  dividing  the  tract 
of  land  between  ROBERT  F.  and  ROBERT  F.’s  mother,  Dr. 
Hill  first  made  this  stipulation  a  part  of  his  will:  “I  desire 
and  direct,  that  after  setting  apart  on  my  homeplace  two 
acres  of  land  as  a  perpetual  burying-place,  the  present  grave 
yard  to  form  the  center  of  said  two  acres,”  etc.,  etc. 

ROBERT  F.  SLAUGHTER  married  three  times.  And,  al¬ 
though  the  names  of  all  of  his  children  are  listed  here,  the 
names  of  his  first  two  wives  are  not  available;  his  third  wife 
was  a  Fullerton,  a  sister  of  Sarah  Jane  Fullerton  who  married

ROBERT  HARVE3  MATTHEWS  (Mary  Ann2,  Sampson1) 
was  born  in  Maury  County,  Tennessee,  in  1814,  died  in  Na¬ 
varro  County,  Texas,  in  1894,  and  is  buried  in  Spring  Hill 
cemetery  near  Dawson.  His  parents  were  Mary  Ann  (Stewart) 
and  Robert  Matthews. 

At  the  age  of  70,  ROBERT  HARVE  MATTHEWS  married 
28-year-old  Betty  Priddy,  a  daughter  of  Richard  Priddy.  This 
was  his  first  and  only  marriage.  Their  only  child  died  in  in¬ 
fancy. 

ROBERT  HARVE  MATTHEWS  was  a  wealthy  man;  in 
1893  he  owned  16,000  acres  of  land  in  Navarro  County  (see 
“A  History  of  Navarro  County,’ ’  Texas  State  Library).  His 
old  home,  a  spacious  two-storied  frame  structure,  still  stands 
on  Main  Street,  Dawson,  Texas.  According  to  his  will,  he  left 
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his  entire  estate  to  his  widow,  giving  her  “full  control  and 
ownership/ ’ 

After  ROBERT  HARVE’S  death  his  widow  married  Dan 
G.  Simms,  widower  of  Mary  Ann  “Puss”4  Slauter  (p.  157C- 
157D). 

Though  this  illustrious  grandson  of  Sampson  Stewart  left  no 
descendants ,  he  left  his  AAARK  in  the  annals  of  early  Texas. 

According  to  “A  History  of  Navarro  County”  (Texas  State 
Library),  ROBERT  HARVE  MATTHEWS  made  his  first  ap¬ 
pearance  in  Texas  at  the  age  of  21  as  a  member  of  the  Ster¬ 
ling  C.  Robertson  colony  when  Texas  still  belonged  to  Mexico. 

In  1835  he  settled  in  what  is  now  Robertson  County,  and 
took  oath  to  the  Mexican  government.  In  the  spring  of  1836, 
during  the  Texas  Revolution,  he  enlisted  in  the  Texas  army 
under  Capt.  Robertson.  Because  of  ROBERT  HARVE’S  ability 
to  be  a  diplomat  as  well  as  a  fighter  in  dealing  with  the  In¬ 
dians,  his  time  was  divided  between  the  firing  lines  and  the 
home  front  where  the  Indians  had  become  a  problem  during 
the  absence  of  the  able-bodied  white  men.  ROBERT  HARVE ' S 
reputation  in  this  respect  was  no  doubt  strengthened  by  the 
fact  that  he  had  both 

shot  OLD  JOSE  Ad  ARIA,  chief  of  the  Anadarcoes  and 
the  Iron-Eyes,  to  prove  a  point,  and  remained  a  friend  of  the 
old  chief.  ^Several  years  later,  when  ROBERT  HARVE’ S 


♦From  "A  History  of  Navarro  County”  (Texas  State  Library)  and  the  story  as  it  was  told 
to  R.  D.  Wright,  Sr.,  Hubbard,  Texas,  by  his  grandmother.

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sister,  Prudence,  was  visiting  him  during  his  illness  Old  Jose 
Maria  stopped  by  to  inquire  of  his  ailing  “friend.”  He  told 
Prudence  about  the  fight  and  made  her  feel  the  bullet,  still 
embedded  in  his  shoulder. 

In  1837  ROBERT  HARVE  MATTHEWS  joined  Barnes’s 
rangers,  under  Major  Smith,  and  later,  after  this  term  of 
service,  joined  Eli  Chandler’s  company,  where  he  remained 
until  Texas  became  a  state  in  1845.  It  was  during  this  period 
that  other  members  of  his  clan  began  to  join  him;  one  source, 
“The  Handbook  of  Texas,”  indicates  that  his  sister,  Minerva 
Katherine,  and  family,  joined  him  around  1840,  which  must 
have  been  near  the  time  of  her  second  marriage. 

In  1846  he  was  elected  District  Surveyor  of  Young  Land 
District;  he  held  this  position  for  two  years.  By  now,  Miner¬ 
va  and  family  were  spending  much  of  their  time  in  the  wil¬ 
derness  of  Navarro  County,  recently  created  from  Robertson 
County,  where  her  husband,  Dr.  G.  W.  Hill,  had  been  sent 
by  Sam  Houston  to  establish  a  trading  post.  But  before  ROB¬ 
ERT  HARVE  was  to  help  push  back  another  wilderness,  he 
served  a  term  as  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  was  elected  Tax 
Assessor  and  Collector  of  Robertson  County. 

History  has  this  to  say  about  the  next  adventure  of 
ROBERT  HARVE  MATTHEWS:  “He  first  saw  what  is  now 
Navarro  County  in  January,  1847,  and  made  his  settlement 
at  Spring  Hill,  having  been  the  first  white  man  to  explore 
these  wilds  with  the  intention  of  establishing  a  permanent

R.  H.  Matthews,  residence,  Spring  Hill,  Navarro  County,  Texas, 
enlisted  in  August,  1861,  as  a  Captain  of  a  Company,  of  Active 
Mounted  Riflemen,  Beat  No.  5,  Navarro  County,  19th  Brigade, 
Texas  Militia.  One  muster  roll  of  this  company  is  on  file  at  the 
Texas  State  Archives. 
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home.  The  county  was  then  an  absolute  wilderness,  only  a 
few  families  having  found  their  way  here  from  adjacent 
places.’  ’ 

Now  with  a  doctor  in  the  family,  a  trading  post  to  facil¬ 
itate  relations  with  the  Indians,  and  a  permanent  home  in 
the  making,  what  more  could  they  desire?  Why,  more  of  the 
clan,  of  course!  So  it  was  arranged.  In  1849  another  sister, 
Prudence  (Matthews)  Wright,  arrived  with  her  husband, 
Samuel,  and  the  first  six  of  their  eleven  children  (see  follow¬ 
ing  pages).  This  family  settled  in  the  Liberty  Hill  community, 
some  seven  or  eight  miles  (as  the  crow  flies)  southwest  of 
Spring  Hill. 

Still  others  came — brothers,  another  sister,  nieces,  nephews; 
the  following  pages  are  filled  with  them  and  their  descendants. 
Letters  back  home  to  Maury  County,  Tennessee,  conceivably 
ran  something  like  this: 

“ Come  on  out!  If  we  need  more  space ,  we'll  just  create  an¬ 
other  county — ” 

For  this  was  virtually  done  in  1853  and  the  new  county  was 
named  for  Minerva  Katherine’s  husband,  Dr.  Hill  (p.  157). 

Just  as  he  had  prepared  the  way  before  they  came,  ROBERT 
HARVE  now  felt  responsible  for  them.  Each  new  arrival  must 
be  well  situated.  As  a  Confederate  Captain  during  the  Civil 
War,  he  was  no  doubt  instrumental  in  securing  commissions 
for  other  members  of  the  clan.  Records  in  the  Texas  State 
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Archives  tell  us  that  Samuel  Wright  (preceding  page)  enlist¬ 
ed  first  as  a  2nd  Lieutenant  in  Captain  ROBERT  HARVE 
MATTHEWS’  Company.  Then  eight  months  later  Samuel  re¬ 
enlisted  as  a  Captain  of  a  Company  in  which  three  of  his 
sons  served,  one  as  an  officer  (see  following  pages). 

After  the  Civil  War  ROBERT  HARVE  spent  most  of  his 
time  farming.  As  stated  previously,  he  owned  16,000  acres  of 
land  in  Navarro  County.  400  acres  were  in  cultivation.  For 
two  years  he  engaged  in  merchandising  in  Dawson,  and  also 
served  as  county  commissioner  of  Navarro  County. 

In  politics  he  was  a  Democrat.  According  to  the  records, 
he  was  a  man  of  generous  nature  who  always  contributed  to 
'‘charitable  objects  and  was  highly  respected.”  He  believed 
in  public  education  and  educated  five  orphans. 

His  towering,  dark-gray,  granite  monument  in  SPRING 
HILL  CEMETERY— a.  giant  skyscraper  in  the  city  of  the 
dead— is  symbolic  of  the  life  he  lived.  A  few  feet  away 
stands  the  monument  erected  by  the  state  of  Texas  in  1936 
(Texas’  centennial  year)  at  the  graves  of  his  sister,  Minerva 
Katherine,  and  her  distinguished  husband,  Dr.  George  Wash¬ 
ington  Hill.  An  appropriate  climax  to  their  part  in  the  EPIC 
of  TEXAS.  (41a)

PRUDENCE  SHAW3  MATTHEWS  (Mary  Ann2,  Sampson1) 
was  born  December  31,  1816,  in  Maury  County,  Tennessee, 
and  died  November  15,  1906,  in  Hubbard,  Texas.  Her  par¬ 
ents  were  Mary  Ann  (Stewart)  and  Robert  Matthews  (p.  14- 
17).  PRUDENCE  SHAW  MATTHEWS  was  likely  named  for 
her  great-aunt  Prudence  (Shaw)  Stewart  who,  with  her  hus¬ 
band  Finley  Stewart,  came  to  America  from  County  Down, 
Northern  Ireland,  birthplace  of  our  subject's  mother.  They 
settled  in  Guilford  County,  N.  C.  (p.  387). 

On  September  14,  1836,  PRUDENCE  SHAW  MATTHEWS 
married  Samuel  Wright  who  was  born  in  1816  in  Maury 
County,  Tennessee,  and  died  in  1887  in  Hubbard,  Texas. 
They  are  buried  in  Liberty  Hill  cemetery,  near  Hubbard.  Sam¬ 
uel  Wright  was  a  son  of  James  Wright  (born  1784),  who 
came  to  America  from  Ireland  in  1806;  and  a  grandson  of 
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Samuel  Wright  (born  c.  1760)  and  Janie  (O’Day)  Wright  of 
Muff,  Ireland.  Janie  was  Irish  and  Samuel  was  English. 

It  was  in  1849  that  PRUDENCE  SHAW  (MATTHEWS) 
and  Samuel  Wright  arrived  in  Navarro  County,  Texas  (from 
Maury  County,  Tenn.).  At  that  time,  only  six  of  their  eleven 
children  had  been  born.  They  settled  in  the  Liberty  Hill  com¬ 
munity  and  became  charter  members  of  the  old  Richland 
Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church  which  was  later  changed  to 
Liberty  Hill  Church. 

Slowly  but  surely  the  clan  of  SA MPSON  STEIVA RT 
was  scattering.  .  .  . 

With  PRUDENCE’S  arrival,  three  of  his  grandchildren  were 
residents  of  Texas.  The  other  two,  located  within  half  a  day’s 
drive  from  Liberty  Hill,  were  Minerva  Katherine,  wife  of  Dr. 
G.  W.  Hill;  and  Robert  Harve  Matthews,  gentleman-farmer 
and  veteran  of  14  years  as  a  Texan  of  various  talents  (see 
preceding  pages). 

A  search  of  the  old  deed  records  of  Maury  County,  by  this 
writer,  revealed  that  PRUDENCE  and  Samuel  may  have  start¬ 
ed  preparations  for  their  removal  to  Texas  as  early  as  1842. 
The  following  transactions  in  brief,  suggest  that  Samuel  had 
undertaken  to  raise  a  certain  amount  of  cash  for  some  specif¬ 
ic  purpose  (all  from  Vol.  1,  Book  Y) : 

Jan.  1842,  Samuel  Wright  sold  29  acres  adjoining 
Joseph  A.  Wright  [his  brother]  to  Wm.  H.  Gar¬ 
rett  for  $348. 
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March  1842,  Samuel  Wright  sold  14  acres  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  Wm.  H.  Garrett  land  to  Middleton  Hill 
for  $50. 

March  1842,  Samuel  Wright  sold  29  acres  to  John 
W.  Westmorland  for  $237. 

March  1842,  Samuel  Wright  sold  5  acres  to  John 
W.  Westmorland  for  $10. 


April  1842,  Samuel  Wright  sold  to  Joseph  A. 
Wright  [his  brother]  for  $150  his  share  in  5  ne¬ 
groes:

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In  this  connection,  here  is  a  good  example  of  the  purchas¬ 
ing  power  of  the  dollar  of  that  period: 

Oct.  1851,  Samuel  Wright  purchased  738  acres  of 
land  in  Navarro  County,  Texas,  from  D.  R.  Mitch¬ 
ell  for  $640. 


But  back  to  Maury  County,  Tennessee:  Samuel  and  PRU¬ 
DENCE  Wright  disposed  of  their  property  there  in  1842;  yet 
they  did  not  move  to  Texas  until  1849.  The  reason?  Simply 
this:  they  lost  everything  they  owned  and  had  to  start  all 
over  again — Samuel  had  obligated  himself  by  signing  a  prom¬ 
issory  note  to  help  a  needy  brother-in-law  and  the  brother-in- 
law  failed  to  honor  the  note.  It  took  everything  Samuel  owned, 
including  PRUDENCE’S  sidesaddle,  to  settle  the  obligation. 

The  details  of  their  recovery  are  not  known  to  the  writer 
except  that  Samuel,  now  without  even  the  benefit  of  his 
share  of  the  substantial  estate  left  by  his  father  *  James 
Wright  (only  partially  listed  herein),  was  left  entirely  on  his 
own  resources.  He  “made  another  crop”  (probably  several), 
and  4  sons  were  born  during  this  7-year  period  of  financial 
RECOVERY. 

During  their  first  12  years  in  Texas,  Samuel  Wright  acquir¬ 
ed  822  acres  of  land  (1125  acres  before  his  retirement),  and 
5  more  children  were  born. 

As  the  father  of  11  children,  Samuel  Wright  served  the

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Confederacy  during  the  Civil  War.  Three  of  his  sons  served 
with  him  (see  following  pages  for  a  detailed  account  of  each 
child).  Before  the  war  ended  Samuel  became  ill  and  had  to 
be  sent  home.  His  son,  Newton  Lafayette  Wright  who  had 
been  too  young  to  be  drafted  but  entered  voluntarily  in  or¬ 
der  to  accompany  his  father  and  two  older  brothers  to  war, 
was  detailed  to  escort  him  on  the  journey  home.  “Newt” 
then  returned  to  the  battlefield. 


PRUDENCE  and  Samuel  Wright  believed  in  public  educa¬ 
tion  and  two  of  their  children  received  college  educations  (see 
following) . 


After  PRUDENCE  SHAW  (MATTHEWS)  WRIGHT  reared 
her  own  11  children  to  adulthood,  she  did  the  same  thing  for 
3  grandchildren,  namely:  Robert  Daws  (Doss)  Wright,  Joana 
(Josie)  Wright  and  Della  Clemons.  And  when  they  moved  to 
Hubbard  from  Liberty  Hill  in  1882,  their  household  consisted 
also  of  a  widowed  daughter  Mary  Jane  (Wright)  Stansell  and 
her  three  children - a  total  of  9  persons.  (42)

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ROBERT  JAMES4  WRIGHT  (Prudence  Shaw3,  Mary  Ann2, 
Sampson1)  was  born  July  31,  1837,  in  Maury  County,  Ten¬ 
nessee,  and  died  February  7,  1926,  in  Dawson,  Texas.  His  par¬ 
ents  were  Prudence  Shaw  (Matthews)  and  Captain  Samuel 
Wright. 

On  February  21,  1867,  ROBERT  JAMES  WRIGHT  married 
Katherine  Harmon  Boydston  (1846-1888),  a  daughter  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  W.  and  Celinda  (Roberts)  Boydston  who  came  to  Tex¬ 
as  from  Mississippi.  Five  children  were  born  to  ROBERT 
JAMES  WRIGHT  and  his  first  wife  (see  below). 

Five  years  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  “BOB”  WRIGHT 
married  Eva  Lois  (Sims)  Herring.  They  had  no  children.

JOSEPH  STUART4  WRIGHT  (Prudence  Shaw3,  Mary 
Ann2,  Sampson1)  was  born  November  10,  1839,  in  Maury 
County,  Tennessee,  and  died  February  18,  1918.  He  is  buried 
in  Liberty  Hill  cemetery  near  Hubbard,  Texas.  His  parents 
were  Prudence  Shaw  (Matthews)  and  Capt.  Samuel  Wright. 
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On  January  17,  1866,  JOSEPH  STUART  WRIGHT  married 
Sarah  Frances  Smith  who  was  born  May  17,  1848,  in  Missouri 
(possibly  St.  Louis)  and  died  January  9,  1877,  in  Navarro 
County,  Texas.  She  is  buried  beside  her  husband  in  Liberty 
Hill  cemetery.  (A  brief  account  of  her  background  is  given 
immediately  following  this  record  of  her  husband.) 

At  the  age  of  10  JOSEPH  STUART  WRIGHT  moved  with 
his  family  from  Maury  County,  Tennessee,  to  Navarro  County, 
Texas.  And  at  the  age  of  21,  together  with  his  father  and 
brother  Newt  (his  brother  Bob  joined  them  later),  he  enlist¬ 
ed  in  Capt.  Robert  Harve  Matthews7  Company  of  Active 
Mounted  Riflemen  of  the  19th  Brigade,  Texas  Militia,  for  the 
duration  of  the  Civil  War.  During  the  following  year,  1862, 
JOSEPH  STUART’S  father  received  his  captaincy  and  Robert 
James  (Bob)  enlisted  as  a  3rd  Lieutenant  in  his  father’s  com¬ 
pany. 

Soon  after  the  war  ended,  JOSEPH  STUART  WRIGHT  at 
the  age  of  26,  was  married  (see  above).  And  when  he  was 
38  his  wife  died,  leaving  him  with  four  small  children.  Al¬ 
though  he  was  not  an  old  man  when  his  wife  died,  and  his 
mother  assumed  much  of  the  responsibility  of  his  children,  he 
never  remarried. 

JOSEPH  STUART  WRIGHT  was  a  modest  man:  he  did  not 
aspire  to  fame  and  fortune,  yet  he  managed  the  tract  of  land 
which  he  inherited  in  a  manner  that  enabled  him  to  live  a 
life  of  ease.  And  during  his  latter  years  he  pooled  his  re¬ 
sources  with  those  of  a  widowed  sister,  Samira,  and  spent

WRIGHT  died  young  and  her  parents  moved  away;  there¬ 
fore,  little  information  regarding  her  family  has  come  down 
to  us.  Her  only  living  child,  Robert  Daws  Wright,  Sr.,  of 
Hubbard,  Texas,  though  only  3  years  old  when  she  died,  re¬ 
calls  these  details  he  heard  from  his  father  and  his  grand¬ 
mother,  Prudence  Wright: 

Her  parents,  when  they  came  from  Missouri,  settled  first 
in  Wise  County  then  moved  to  Navarro  County  where  they 
were  living  in  1866  when  Sarah  Frances  married  JOSEPH 
STUART  WRIGHT.  Then,  while  our  spokesman  (R.D.W.) 
was  still  a  small  child,  his  Smith  grandparents  together  with 
Mrs.  Smith’s  sister  and  her  husband  whose  last  name  was 
McCullough  (sp?),  moved  westward  to  Thrifty,  Texas,  near 
Brownwood.  It  is  said  that  they  are  buried  there. 

Her  father,  whose  first  name  is  not  recalled,  was  a  cabinet¬ 
maker  by  trade.  In  his  youth  he  was  attracted  to  the  river, 
like  most  boys  who  live  near  the  river,  and  was  for  a  time 
a  raftsman  on  the  Mississippi. 

Sarah  Frances  Smith’s  mother  was  a  Daws.  She,  Sarah 
Frances,  had  a  sister,  Sidney  Smith,  who  married  a  Bradford 
and  lived  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas;  her  son  Sam  Bradford  (born 
1870)  was  still  living  in  Fort  Worth  in  1957.  His  daughter 
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Margaret  Sidney  Bradford  is  a  schoolteacher  in  Fort  Worth.

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paternal  grandparents  were  Stephen  Terry  and  his  second 
wife,  Sally  (Smith)  Terry.  (He  was  born  in  1802.  Then,  as  an 
adult,  he  moved  from  North  Carolina  to  Mississippi  and  died 
in  Miss,  in  1854.  She  was  born  in  1818 — date  of  death  un¬ 
known.)  Nellie  Dove’s  maternal  grandparents  were  Calvin  and 
Nellie  (Bounds)  Terry.  (The  Terry  family  burial  place  in  Cal¬ 
houn  County,  Miss,  is  at  Pittsboro,  possibly  ANTIOCH  cem¬ 
etery.)  The  H.  H.  Terry  family  moved  to  the  Liberty  Hill 
community,  near  Hubbard,  Texas,  when  Nellie  Dove  was  8 
years  old. 

ROBERT  DAWS  and  Nellie  Dove  (Terry)  Wright  now 
live  in  Hubbard,  Texas.  Six  children  were  born  to  this  mar¬ 
riage  (see  following). 

The  name  ROBERT  has  been  used  frequently  by  the  Wright 
and  Matthews  families  as  far  back  as  our  family  records  are 
available.  In  c.  1780  Samuel  and  Janie  (O’Day)  Wright  of 
Muff,  Ireland  (p.  163-64  &  441-44),  named  a  son  ROBERT. 
A  great-uncle  of  our  subject,  this  Robert  Wright  remained 
in  Ireland  and  was  a  linen  weaver.  Another  ROBERT  with 
numerous  namesakes  was  Robert  Matthews,  great-grand¬ 
father  of  our  subject.  ROBERT  DAWS  WRIGHT  could  have 
been  named  for  either  or  both  of  these  antecedents.  He  was 
also  named  for  his  maternal  grandmother  who  was  a  Daws 
before  her  marriage  (p.  207). 

On  the  day  following  his  3rd  birthday,  his  mother  died. 
“Doss”,  as  he  was  now  called,  then  went  “across  the  field” 
to  live  in  the  home  of  his  grandparents,  Prudence  and  Sam¬ 
uel  Wright.  DOSS  attended  the  Liberty  Hill  school  for  two 
years  before  the  family  moved  to  Hubbard  in  1882.  When  he 
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finished  school  in  Hubbard,  he  was  “selected  to  deliver  the 
valedictory”  and  was  presented  with  a  CHROMO . 

ROBERT  DAWS  WRIGHT  is  presently  one  of  Hubbard's 
oldest  citizens;  in  fact,  he  remembers  when  the  town’s  name 
was  changed  from  “Slap  Out”  to  Hubbard: 

On  the  day  of  the  big  picnic  when  the  town  lots  were  sold 
on  August  11,  1881,  DOSS  got  lost  from  his  family  and  was 
old  enough  to  know  the  way  back  home. 

After  his  marriage  ROBERT  DAWS  WRIGHT,  together 
with  his  wife  and  first  child,  moved  from  Hubbard  back  to 
the  old  Wright  homeplace  in  the  Liberty  Hill  community. 
Some  30  years  passed  before  he  resumed  his  residence  in 
Hubbard.  During  the  1920’s  much  of  his  time  was  spent  a- 
way  from  the  farm  while  he  was  employed  with  the  Humble 
Oil  and  Refining  Company  in  their  Navarro  County  and  west¬ 
ern  Texas  expansion  program. 

He  joined  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church  of  Liberty 
Hill  as  a  young  man,  was  devoted  to  welfare  and  education, 
and  served  on  the  local  school  board  for  a  number  of  years. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Navarro  County  Historical  Society, 
the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  (membership  based  on 
Sampson1  Stewart’s  Rev.  War  record),  the  National  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Watch  and  Clock  Collectors,  and  in  politics  he  is  a 
Democrat.  His  hobby  is  clocks;  he  had  a  total  of  14,  all 
running  and  striking  on  the  hour,  when  this  writer  made  a 
recent  count.

Her  parents,  Rob¬ 
ert  Daws  and  Nellie  Dove  (Terry)  Wright,  still  live  within 
four  miles  of  the  old  settlement,  in  Hubbard,  Texas.  SIDNEY 
was  named  after  her  paternal  great-aunt,  Sidney  Smith  (see 
page  207).

On  December  23,  1819,  WILLIAM  WILEY  STEWART  mar¬ 
ried  Mary  Hall.

No  further  record  is  available.

“We  asked  Mrs.  Conyers  to  write  us  a  list  of  her  other 
memberships.  Somehow  we  are  pleased  that  she  begins  with 
her  church — Holy  Trinity  Episcopal  [Greensboro].  It’s  a  long 
list  and  we’ll  have  to  skip  a  bit.  Miss  Dorothy  is  well  organ¬ 
ized.  What’s  more,  she  works  in  her  organizations;  in  most  she 
has  been,  or  is,  an  official. 

“Nor  are  all  of  them  ‘inherited.’  She’s  a  member,  for  in¬ 
stance,  of  the  American  Legion  as  well  as  its  auxiliary.  Be¬ 
cause  Dorothy  [Thomas]  Conyers  was  a  nurse  in  France  and 
Germany  in  the  first  World  War,  on  loan  to  the  Army  from 
the  Red  Cross. 

“She’s  been  historian  of  Henry  K.  Burtner  Post  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  its  auxiliary.  She’s  been  president,  too,  of  the  Spanish- 
American  Auxiliary.  And  on  the  professional  side,  she’s  served

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as  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Nurse  Examiners  and  as 
president  of  the  North  Carolina  Nurses  Association.

JULIUS  MARK  STEWART  has  done 
research  on  our  Stewart  line  in  both  Scotland  and  Northern 
Ireland  and  has  recently  completed  a  search  of  all  records  in 
the  Guilford  County  courthouse,  a  veritable  storehouse  of 
Stewart  history,  where  he  conveniently  holds  the  position  of 
Deputy  Register  of  Deeds.  He  is  a  recognized  authority  on 
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Stewart  lineage.  His  Finley  Stewart  genealogy  will  be  avail¬ 
able  soon. 

Note: 

The  American  portion  of  his  collection  has  been  accumulated 
through  the  years  from  wedding  announcements ,  family  Bibles , 
baptismal  records ,  death  notices ,  deeds ,  wills  etc.  .  .  .  In 

referring  to  this  collection  as  a  source  in  this 
genealogy,  his  specific  source  of  information  is 
given  if  available;  otherwise,  reference  is  merely 
made  to  his  collection  of  records  which  is  No.  (88). 

Only  eleven  years  old  when  his  father  died  and  nineteen 
when  his  mother  died,  JULIUS  MARK  STEWART  felt  a  real 
sense  of  responsibility  and  affection  for  his  younger  brother 
and  sister.  And  even  now  he  is  very  close  to  them  and  their 
families.

Caribbean. 

On  vacation  in  County  Down,  Northern  Ireland,  in  June  of 
1956  he  met  many  Irish  cousins  and  visited  the  Stewart  ances¬ 
tral  homes  at  Ardigan  and  Ballymacashen.  His  450  colored 
slides  of  Stewart  homesites,  burial  grounds  and  other  points 
of  family  interest  in  Northern  Ireland,  were  shown  at  the 
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Stewart  reunion  at  Greensboro,  in  October  of  1956,  when  this 
writer  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  MARK  and  many  other 
cousins  for  the  first  time.

MARY  STEWART,  daughter  of  John  and  Jane  (Carr)  Stew¬ 
art,  married  Andrew  Scott  in  1790.  They  lived  at  Backparks 
(corporation  of  Killyleagh)  until  his  death  May  29,  1829,  after 
which  MARY  went  to  live  with  her  daughter,  Catherine  (Scott) 
Shaw,  in  Belfast.  MARY  (STEWART)  SCOTT  died  in  Belfast, 
Northern  Ireland,  November  23,  1838.  She  is  buried  with  her 
husband  in  Killyleagh  church  graveyard.  Their  children  were:

A  native  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  graduate  of  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Academy,  Annapolis,  Md.,  Captain  Scott  now  (1957) 
commands  the  DIAMOND  HEAD  (AE-19),  an  ammunition 
ship  which  is  currently  rendering  Logistic  support  to  the  U.  S. 
Sixth  Fleet  in  the  Mediterranean. 

He  is  a  descendant  of  Sampson  Stewart’s  sister,  Mary, 
who  died  in  Belfast,  Ireland  (now  Northern  Ireland)  in  1838. 
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dlebourne,  Guernsey  county,  Ohio.  His  first  marriage  was 
to  Margaret  Cross  of  Saintfield,  Ireland.  She  died  and  he 
married  Jane  Bey  who  had  no  children.  (See  below  for 
names  of  his  children.) 

In  his  early  years,  in  County  Down,  Northern  Ireland, 
JAMES  SCOTT  had  the  advantages  afforded  by  excellent 
schools  and  private  instruction. 

Oldest  Freemason  in  A?nerica 

He  was  made  a  Freemason  when  not  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  as  a  favor  in  view  of  his  proposed  journey  to 
America.  This  was  accomplished  by  a  special  dispensation 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland.  He  remained  a  Freemason 
until  his  death,  being  such  for  about  72  years,  and  at  his 
death,  was  without  a  doubt  the  oldest  Freemason  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  if  not  in  the  whole  world. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  at 
Middlebourne,  a  stockholder  and  original  promoter  of  the 
Guernsey  County  Library  Association,  a  stockholder  and 
director  of  the  Guernsey  Branch  of  the  State  Bank  of  Ohio.

In  view  of  the  above  note,  we  believe  that  a  few  statistical 
facts  and  interesting  observations  with  regard  to  FINLEY  and 
some  of  his  descendants  will  suffice  here  in  Section  III  which  is 
devoted  to  “Some  of  Sampson  Stewart’s  Relatives  and  Their 
Descendants  in  Northern  Ireland  and  America.” 

FINLEY  STEWART,  son  of  James  and  Janet  (Shaw)  Stew¬ 
art,  was  born  in  1730  in  Northern  Ireland  (Killyleagh  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  records,  Linenhall  Library,  Belfast).  According 
to  the  Finley  Stewart  family  Bible,  now  in  the  possession  of 
John  Henry  Stewart,  Rt.  1,  McLeansville,  N.  C.,  FINLEY 
married  Prudence  Shaw  in  1763.  He  died  in  Guilford  County, 
N.  C.,  in  1809  and  is  buried  at  historic  Alamance  Church, 
Greensboro. 

FINLEY’S  exact  immigration  date  is  not  known.  It  is  known 
that  FINLEY  and  SAMPSON  (uncle  and  nephew)  went  to- 
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gether  to  get  their  land  grants,  No.  15  and  No.  16  respectively, 
from  the  state  of  North  Carolina  in  1778. 


EDWARD  ROSCOE  MURROW,  descendant  of  Finley  Stew¬ 
art  through  Finley’s  daughter,  Judith,  was  born  April  25,  1908 
in  Greensboro,  N.  C.  His  parents  were  Roscoe  C.  and  Ethel 
(Lamb)  Murrow.  He  was  christened  Egbert  Roscoe  but  changed 
his  name  to  Edward  Roscoe  during  his  sophomore  year  at 
college. 

When  EDWARD  R.  MURROW  was  6  years  old,  he  moved 
with  his  parents  and  two  brothers  to  Skagit  county,  Washing¬ 
ton  where  his  father,  who  had  been  a  farmer  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  became  a  railroad  engineer  for  a  logging  company. 

To  earn  money  for  college,  EDWARD  R.  worked  as  a  corn- 
passman  and  topographer  for  timber  cruisers  in  northwest 
Washington.  He  attended  Leland  Stanford  University,  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Washington,  and  Washington  State  College,  grad¬ 
uating  from  the  latter  in  1930  with  a  B.  A.  degree  in  history 
and  speech  and  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  key. 

While  at  college  he  worked  as  a  houseboy  for  a  sorority, 
served  as  president  of  the  junior  class  and  as  student-body 
president  in  his  senior  year.  He  was  top  cadet  in  ROTC,  and 
was  noted  for  his  effective  drill  voice,  a  valuable  asset  that 
he  continued  to  develop  as  a  debater  and  actor. 
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After  his  graduation,  he  became  president  of  the  National 
Student  Federation  and  in  this  capacity  visited  three  hundred 
American  colleges,  travelled  in  Europe,  set  up  a  student  trav¬ 
el  bureau,  and  arranged  international  debates  between  Amer¬ 
ican  and  European  universities. 

EDWARD  R.  MURROW  joined  CBS  in  1935  and  has  been 
with  the  broadcasting  company  ever  since  that  time. 

He  first  became  known  as  a  radio  voice  when  he  broadcast 
from  London  for  CBS  before  and  during  World  War  II.  His 
opening  phrase,  “This  is  London”,  became  familiar  to  millions 
in  the  United  States. 

A  selection  of  his  radio  broadcasts  from  August  28,  1939  to 
December  31,  1940,  with  an  introduction  by  Elmer  Davis,  was 
published  under  the  title,  “This  is  London”,  in  1941.  “This 
book”,  said  a  New  York  newspaper,  “is  in  the  full  sense  the 
stuff  of  history”,  and  a  reviewer  of  books  stated,  “Mr.  Mur- 
row’s  broadcasts  read  well,  because  the  language  of  good  spo¬ 
ken  speech  is  good  language,  and  so  good  prose.” 

His  other  accomplishments  in  radio,  television,  and  the  field 
of  education  in  general,  too  numerous  to  list  here,  are  well- 
known  to  most  of  us. 

In  1934,  he  married  Janet  Huntington  Brewster  who,  in 
her  own  right,  is  a  well-known  radio  and  television  personal¬ 
ity.  They  have  one  son,  Charles  Casey. 
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An  interesting  fact  regarding  the  career  of  EDWARD  R. 
MURROW,  is  that  he  is  one  of  the  top  news  reporters  with¬ 
out  newspaper  training  (he  lays  little  claim  to  being  a  commentator) . 

Honored  many  times  for  his  reporting,  he  has  received  the 
Overseas  Press  Club  Award  several  times,  two  George  Foster 
Peabody  awards,  the  Dupont  Annual  Award,  the  Headliners 
Award,  the  One  World  Award,  the  L.  S.  Weiss  Memorial 
Award,  and  two  George  Polk  Memorial  Awards. 

“See  It  Now”  was  called  the  “Program  of  the  Year”  by 
the  National  Association  for  Better  Radio  and  Television  in 
1952,  and  received  an  “Emmy”  award  from  the  Academy  of 
Television  Arts  and  Sciences,  a  Look-TV  award,  a  Sylvania 
Television  Award,  and  a  Variety  Showmanship  Award. 

A  member  of  Kappa  Sigma,  EDWARD  R.  MURROW  was 
named  “Man  of  the  Year”  for  1941  by  the  fraternity  for  his 
London  reporting.  His  clubs  are  the  Savile,  the  Century,  and 
the  Lambs. 

It  has  been  so  aptly  said  of  him  “ He  brings  to  his  work 
intellectual  integrity ,  taste  and  restraint ,  and  a  sensitive  aware¬ 
ness  of  human  values .  ” 
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HERMAN  WELKER,  U.  S.  Senator  from  Idaho,  another 
descendant  of  Finley  Stewart,  was  born  December  11,  1906  in 
Cambridge,  a  small  rural  community  in  Idaho,  and  died  on 
October  30,  1957,  from  a  brain  tumor.  He  was  the  youngest 
of  the  eight  sons  of  John  Thornton  and  Ann  Zella  (Shepherd) 
Welker. 

After  attending  high  school  in  Weiser,  county  seat  of  Wash¬ 
ington  county,  he  entered  the  University  of  Idaho  at  Moscow, 
where  he  worked  his  way  through  law  school. 

While  still  in  school,  he  was  appointed  prosecuting  attorney 
of  Washington  county,  a  job  he  held  until  1935.  The  follow¬ 
ing  year  he  moved  to  Los  Angeles,  California,  where  he  es¬ 
tablished  a  general  law  practice.  While  living  on  the  west 
coast,  he  made  many  friends  among  Hollywood  movie  stars. 

After  his  World  War  II  military  service,  he  returned  to  his 
native  Idaho  where  he  became  prominent  in  state  politics  be¬ 
fore  he  wras  elected  to  the  U.  S.  Senate  in  1950.  During  his 
campaign,  his  good  friend,  Bing  Crosby,  Hollywood  actor  and 
singer,  spoke  in  his  behalf. 

In  Washington  HERMAN  WELKER  soon  became  a  power 
in  the  senate  and  is  remembered  for  his  work  in  numerous 
committees. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  the  Masonic 
Lodge  (El  Korah  Shrine),  Elks,  Knights  of  Pythias,  American 
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Legion,  Idaho  and  California  bar  associations,  Sigma  Chi  and 
Phi  Alpha  Delta  fraternities,  and  the  Cattlemen’s  Association. 
He  was  listed  in  Who’s  Who  in  America,  1956-57. 

He  was  a  part-time  baseball  scout  for  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates, 
partly  owned  by  Bing  Crosby. 

HERMAN  WELKER  married  Gladys  Pence  on  September 
20,  1930.  They  had  one  daughter,  Nancy. 


It  was  said  of  him  “He  is  an  orator  of  the  old-fashioned 
silver-tongue  school  with  an  added  flair  for  showmanship.1'

LAST  WILL  AND  TESTAMENT 
OF  SAMPSON1  STEWART 
probated — 1832 

(from  Wills  Volume  B,  page  456  JB  999 , 

Guilford  County,  North  Carolina) 

In  the  name  of  GOD  Amen.  I  Sampson  Stewart  of  the  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Guilford  and  State  of  North  Carolina  being  of  sound  and 
perfect  mind  memory,  blessed  be  God,  calling  to  mind  the 
mortality  of  the  body  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  unto 
all  men  once  to  die:  do  make  and  ordain  this  to  be  my  last 
Will  and  Testament. 

That  is  to  say  principally  and  first  of  all  I  give  and  recom¬ 
mend  my  soul  unto  the  hands  of  the  Almighty  God  who  gave 
it  and  my  body  to  the  earth  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  Chris¬ 
tian  manner  at  the  discretion  of  my  executors,  nothing  doubt¬ 
ing  but  at  the  General  resurection  I  shall  receive  the  same 

again  by  the  mighty  power  of  God  and  as  touching  such  world¬ 
ly  estate  as  it  has  pleased  God  to  bestow  upon  me  in  this  life 
after  the  payment  of  all  my  just  debts,  I  give  and  dispose  of 
in  the  following  manner  and  form. 

First - 1  give  and  bequeath  to  Catherine  my  beloved  wife 

one  negro  woman  named  Lydia  to  be  at  her  disposal  forever 
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two  beds  and  furniture,  one  case  of  drawers  the  cupboard  with 
all  its  contents  I  also  allow  her  to  occupy  the  dwelling  house 
in  which  we  now  live,  during  the  term  of  her  natural  life, 
with  a  supply  of  provisions  yearly  to  consist  of  wheat,  corn, 
meat,  milk,  butter,  sugar,  and  coffee  free  from  all  expense 
and  a  horse  when  she  wishes  to  ride,  also  the  round  table  and 
her  wheel. 

Item —  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  William  Wiley  Stewart 
Forty  dollars  to  be  paid  out  of  my  estate,  he  having  received 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  before  this  time  in  cash. 

Item—  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Isaac  Stewart  all  the 
lands  of  which  I  die  siezed  and  possessed  consisting  of  three 
plantations  all  adjoining  each  other  on  the  waters  of  Alamance 
Creek  the  first  containing  two  hundred  and  forty  two  acres 

which  I  purchased  from  William  Wiley.  The  second  I  entered, 
and  the  third  containing  fifty  acres  which  I  purchased  from 
Moses  Cobb  and  for  more  particular  description  of  all  which 
tracts  of  land  reference  is  here  made  to  the  title  deeds,  to 
have  and  to  hold  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Of  the  last  mentioned  tract  Forty  Dollars  of  the  purchase 
money  is  yet  remaining  unpaid,  which  sum  I  allow  my  son 
Isaac  to  pay,  and  if  he  does  not  see  proper  to  do  so  I  allow 
that  land  to  be  sold  and  so  much  of  the  price  there-of  to  be 
applied  to  that  use  as  will  discharge  the  debt. 
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I  also  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Isaac  one  negro  girl 
named  Esther  and  negro  boy  named  Levi  to  him  and  his  heirs 
forever,  also  my  clock. 

Item- —  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Mary  Ann  Mat¬ 
thews  one  negro  girl  named  Hannah  to  her  and  her  heirs 
forever. 

Item- —  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  heirs  of  my  daughter 
Jane  Wiley,  deceased  three  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  out  of 
my  estate  and  to  be  equally  divided  among  them. 

Item —  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Catherine  Rus¬ 
sell  one  negro  girl  named  Thankful  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Item —  I  have  already  given  to  my  daughter  Martha  Gul- 
lett  the  following  property,  viz:  One  bed  and  furniture,  one 
mare,  one  cow,  household  furniture,  and  at  two  different 
times  Fifty  Dollars  in  cash.  I  also  allow  her  during  the  term 
of  her  life  the  use  of  a  negro  girl  called  Nance  and  after  her 
death  said  negro  girl  to  belong  to  her  children  forever  which 
is  all  I  allow  her  of  my  property  except  such  as  I  may  here¬ 
inafter  expressly  mention. 

Item-—  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  grandson  John  Stewart 
son  of  Isaac,  one  negro  girl  called  Rebecca  to  him  and  his 
heirs  forever. 

Item —  My  five  remaining  negroes,  viz:  Rose,  Tamer,  Jack- 
son,  Prude,  and  Eli,  I  leave  to  my  son  Isaac  Stewart  if  he 
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chooses  to  take  them,  and  pay  his  six  hundred  dollars  within 
two  years  after  my  decease,  if  not  I  allow  them  to  be  sold 
and  the  price  divided. 

Item——  I  give  to  the  Auxiliary  Bible  Society  of  Guilford 
County  Twenty  Dollars.  I  also  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Ala¬ 
mance  Female  Benevolent  Society  Ten  Dollars. 

Item —  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  old  negro  woman  ten  dol¬ 
lars  to  be  paid  out  of  my  estate.  I  allow  all  my  personal  per¬ 
ishable  property  to  be  sold  and  the  money  arising  therefrom 
together  with  what  is  and  may  be  due  me  from  my  son  John’s 

estate  in  South  Carolina  together  with  whatever  surplus  and 
residue  may  remain  after  the  discharge  of  all  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  legacies  and  bequests  to  be  divided  in  the  following 
manner,  viz:  to  my  wife  Catherine  a  part,  to  my  son  Isaac 

Stewart  one  part,  to  Sampson  Stewart  Wiley  a  part,  to  Samp¬ 
son  Stewart  Matthews  a  part,  to  Samuel  Russell  son  of  Cath¬ 
erine  Russell  a  part,  to  my  grandson  John  Stewart,  son  of 
Isaac,  three  parts,  to  Martha  Russell  one  part,  to  William  W. 
Stewart  a  part,  to  be  paid  them  out  of  the  proceeds  of  my 
estate. 

Item——  I  do  hereby  make  ordain  and  constitute  my  son  Isaac 
Stewart  and  my  worthy  friend,  Matthew  Young  both  of  Guil¬ 
ford  County,  executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.

LAST  WILL  AND  TESTAMENT 
OF  JOHN  STEWT ART,  FATHER 
OF  SAMPSON1  STEWART 

The  following  notes  regarding  the  Last  V/ill  and  Testament  of  John  Stew¬ 
art,  father  of  Sampson 1,  are  from  a  certified  letter  written  September  5th , 

1955,  by  Dr.  David  Stewart,  retired  Presbyterian  minister  and 
genealogist  of  Belfast,  Northern  Ireland.  Dr.  David  Stewart  is 
not  of  our  line  but  is  a  recognized  authority  on  the  Stewarts 
of  County  Down,  Northern  Ireland,  and  saw  the  original  fam¬ 
ily  documents  during  the  lifetime  of  Mary  Elizabeth  (Stewart) 
Cleland  (1849-1914),  granddaughter  of  John  Carr  Stewart  (p. 
367),  and  made  the  following  notes  from  them.

It  is  believed  that  the  original  will  of  John  Stewart,  dated 
March  4,  1805,  excerpts  by  Dr.  David  Stewart  below,  and  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  INDENTURE  which  follows  this  account,  was 
destroyed  during  the  “Rebellion  of  1916.  The  rebels  enclosed 
themselves  in  the  Public  Records  Office  Buildings  and  the 
Four  Courts,  Dublin,  and  so  these  were  bombarded  and  set 
on  fire,  ”  Dr.  Stewart  advises. 

In  his  will  dated  March  4th,  1805,  John  Stewart 
named  his  children  in  the  following  manner: 

Sampson — emigrated  to  America 
Jane  married  a  Foster 
Judith  married  John  Cuffey 
Mary  married  Andrew  Scott 
John  Carr 
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The  following  INDENTURE  which  was  based  on  the  Last 
Will  and  Testament  of  John  Stewart,  father  of  Sampson1,  was 
provided  by  Mary  Cleland,  Ballymacashen,  Killinchy,  County 
Down,  Northern  Ireland,  for  the  American  descendants  of 
John  Stewart.  The  original  document  has  been  kept  by  the 
descendants  of  John  Carr  Stewart  at  the  Stewart  home,  Bal- 
lymorran,  County  Down,  Northern  Ireland.

WHEREAS  John  Stewart  late  of  Ballymacashen  in  the  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Down,  deceased,  duly  made  and  published  his  Last  Will 
and  Testament  in  writing,  bearing  date  the  fourth  day  of 
March  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  five  [1805] ,  and  there¬ 
by  among  other  things  devised  to  his  daughter  Judith  Cuffey, 
otherwise  Stewart,  the  sum  of  three  pounds  sterling;  to  be 

paid  her  yearly  during  her  natural  life,  and  after  her  decease 
testator  directed  his  son,  John  [Carr]  Stewart,  to  divide  fifty 
pounds  sterling,  according  to  his  discretion  amongst  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  said  Judith  Cuffey,  as  by  said  will  reference  be¬ 
ing  thereunto  had  may  more  fully  and  at  large  appear. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  said  Judith  Cuffey  has  lately  left  this 
Country  for  America,  leaving  her  son  Samuel  Cuffey  and  a 
daughter  Jane  Donalson,  otherwise  Cuffey,  who,  on  the  death 
of  the  said  Judith  Cuffey  would  be  entitled  to  the  said  sum 
of  fifty  pounds  so  bequeathed  them  by  the  will  of  the  said 
John  Stewart. 


AND  WHEREAS  the  said  John  [Carr]  Stewart  at  the  special 
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instance  and  request  of  the  said  Samuel  Cuffey,  John  Donalson 
and  Jane  Donalson,  otherwise  Cuffey,  his  wife,  hath  agreed 
for  the  purpose  of  advancing  them  in  the  world  to  pay  to 
them  the  said  sum  of  fifty  pounds  although  not  bound  so  to 
do  until  the  death  of  the  aforesaid  Judith  Cuffey. 

NOW,  KNOW  ALL  MEN  BY  THESE  PRESENTS  that  we 
the  said  Samuel  Cuffey,  John  Donalson  and  Jane  Donalson, 
otherwise  Cuffey,  his  wife,  having  received  from  the  said 
John  [Carr]  Stewart  the  said  sum  of  fifty  pounds  sterling,  do 
hereby  ex  onerate,  release,  acquit,  and  forever  discharge  the  said 
John  Stewart  his  executors  and  administrators  of  and  from  all 
claims  and  demands  on  foot  of  the  said  legacy  so  bequeathed 
to  us  by  the  wife  of  the  said  late  John  Stewart,  or  otherwise 
howsoever -

in  the  diocese  of  Down,  [Northern]  Ireland 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  James  Stewart,  being  weak 
of  body  but  of  perfect  mind  and  memory  and  calling  to  mind 
that  I  am  mortal  do  make  and  publish  this  day  and  year  this 
my  last  will  and  testament  and  do  leave  and  bequeath  all  my 
worldly  substance  in  [the]  manner  and  form  following: 

FIRST,  I  ordain  and  appoint  all  my  just  debts  and  funeral 
expenses  to  be  punctually  paid,  and  I  leave  and  bequeath  to 
Jannet  Stewart,  my  loving  wife,  this  my  dwelling  house  to¬ 
gether  with  all  my  household  furniture  and  the  sum  of  5 
pounds  sterling,  and  also  a  cow,  kept  summer  and  winter, 
free,  and  also  one  barrel  of  meal  yearly  during  her  life,  and 
also  a  good  milk  cow. 

I  leave  and  bequeath  to  my  son-in-law,  Robert  Weaver,  and 
his  wife,  Susan  Weaver,  the  sum  of  eleven  shillings  and  four- 
pence  sterling  and  no  more. 

Next,  I  leave  and  bequeath  to  Hugh  Watson  and  his  wife 
Jane  Watson,  my  granddaughter,  the  sum  of  20  pounds  sterling 
and  no  more. 
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Next,  I  leave  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  Finley  Stewart,  the 
sum  of  20  pounds  sterling.  If  it  so  happens  that  my  said  son, 
Finley  Stewart,  demands  the  same  personally  from  my  execu¬ 
tors. 

Next,  I  leave  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  John  Stewart,  the 
sole  property  of  one  bond  of  40  pounds  which  is  due  to  me  by 
Mr.  Robert  Kyle  Esquire,  and  he  is  to  pay  out  of  same  the 
sum  of  20  pounds  to  Hugh  Watson  as  I  have  before  specified 
if  the  above  named  Jane  Watson  survives  me,  and  also  I  leave 
and  bequeath  to  my  son,  John  Stewart,  the  house  and  the  sole 
property  of  the  said  premises  thereunto  belonging  that  is  in 
Killyleagh  in  Church  Street  now  in  my  property. 

Next,  I  leave  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  Robert  Stewart,  the 
sole  property  of  one  bond  of  40  pounds  due  to  me  by  the  Rev. 
James  Montgomery. 

Next,  I  leave  and  bequeath  to  my  two  sons,  John  and  Rob¬ 
ert  Stewart  and  their  heirs  all  my  houses  and  lands  all  my 
goods  and  chattels  of  whatsoever  nature  except  that  I  have 
before  bequeathed  in  this  my  last  will  and  testament  that  I 
am  possessed  of. 

And  I  ordain  that  these  houses  said  lands  and  chattels  shall 
be  equally  divided  betwixt  them,  share  and  share  alike,  and 
my  two  sons  are  charged  with  all  the  above  bequests  as  above 
specified  and  I  ordain  and  appoint  my  two  sons,  John  Stewart 
and  Robert  Stewart  my  lawful  executors.  I  ordain  and  appoint 
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this  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament  given  in  trust  my  hand 
and  seal  this  sixth  day  of  May  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-six  [1776].

the  said  deceased;  and  to  perform  the  said  will  and  to  pay  the 
debts  and  legacies  of  the  said  deceased;  as  also  to  make  a  true, 

full  and  perfect  inventory  of  all  and  singular  the  goods,  rights, 
credits  and  chattels  of  the  said  deceased;  and  to  exhibit  the 
same  into  the  registry  of  the  diocese  of  Down  on  or  before 
the  last  day  of  December  next  ensuing;  and  also  to  render  a 
true,  full  and  perfect  account  thereof  unto  the  said  court, 
when  they  shall  be  thereunto  lawfully  required  (saving  the 
rights  of  every  person  whatsoever)  in  faith  we  set  our  seals 
dated  the  day  and  year  above  written. 

- The  foregoing  will  of  James  Stewart  of  Ardigon  was  copied 

from  the  original  in  1956  by  Julius  Mark  Stewart,  Deputy  Reg¬ 
ister  of  Deeds,  Greensboro,  N.  C.,  during  his  visit  to  Bally- 
morran  House,  Stewart  ancestral  home  in  County  Down,  North¬ 
ern  Ireland. 

The  following  notes  are  from  the  files  of  Dr.  David  Stewart, 
Belfast,  N.  Ireland,  introduced  on  page  403  of  this  volume: 

“Agreement  between  Robert  Russell  of  Ballymacashen,  and 
James  Stewart  of  Ardigon,  grants  a  lease  dated  1741  between 
Robert  Kyle  of  Ballybeen,  and  George  Kyle  of  Comber,  to 
David  Moorhead  and  said  Robert  Russell,  both  of  Ballyma¬ 
cashen.  Term  999  years  and  rent  L  12  per  annum. 
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“The  farm  now  is  in  possession  of  Michael  Moorhead,  90  acres, 
granted  to  the  said  David  Moorhead,  and  Robert  Russell. 

“The  indenture,  dated  7  Nov.  1747  now  gives  Robert  Russell's 
half  of  the  farm  to  James  Stewart  of  Ardigon  for  L  35  (pounds). 

( Copies  of  this  indenture,  or  deed ,  are  owned  by  Julius  Mark 
Stewart  and  the  writer.) 

“Though  the  Stewarts  now  removed  to  Ballymacashen,  they 
seemed  to  have  retained  33  acres  2  rds.  10  poles  in  Ardigon. 

“Ballymacashen  is  in  the  Parish  of  Killinchy,  but  only  3  or  4 


miles  from  Ardigon.”

Mary  Ann  was  a  daughter  of  Sampson 1  Stewart . 


In  the  name  of  the  Father  Son  and  Holy  Ghost  these  per¬ 
sons  trust  one  God - 1,  Robert  Matthews  of  the  County  of 

Maury  and  State  of  Tennessee,  calling  to  mind  the  certainty 
of  death  and  yet  the  uncertainty  of  the  time  when,  I  make 
and  ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  the  words  fol¬ 
lowing  to  wit: 

After  commending  my  soul  to  God  and  my  body  to  the  dust 
to  be  buried  in  a  Christian  manner,  I  dispose  of  my  property 
in  the  following  manner: 

I  allow  my  beloved  wife  to  have  the  use  of  my  plantation, 
negroes  and  all  the  stock  that  is  on  it  during  her  life  and  should 
there  be  any  more  than  she  may  need  I  allow  her  to  dispose 
of  it  and  apply  the  proceeds  in  the  way  she  thinks  best  for 
the  use  of  the  family.  I  allow  her  to  hire  any  of  my  negroes 
and  if  any  of  them  should  get  refractious  and  hard  to  manage 
I  allow  her  to  hire,  or  if  she  thinks  best  she  may  sell,  such 
ones. 

I  allow  Jane  and  Elizabeth  to  be  supported  on  the  farm  as 
long  as  they  stay  with  their  mother.  When  both  or  either  leaves 
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home  I  allow  them  to  have  the  same  that  I  gave  to  each  of 
my  children  that  is  married. 

I  allow  Lafayette  to  be  sent  to  school  until  he  gets  a  good 
English  education  and  when  he  arrives  to  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  I  allow  him  to  have  the  same  that  I  portioned  off  those 
that  have  left  me  and  I  allow  him  to  have  my  plantation  at 
the  death  of  my  *wife. 

At  the  death  of  my  wife  I  allow  my  Black  people  and  all 
the  stock  and  household  furniture  that  may  be  on  hand  after 
making  my  children  all  portioned  alike  to  be  equally  divided 
between  John,  Patsy,  Jane,  Stuart,  Newton,  Manerva,  Harvey, 
Prudence,  Elizabeth,  Lafayette  except  I  gave  Newton  a  horse 
worth  fifty  dollars  that  I  allow  to  go  in  his  share.  As  I  have 
not  a  negro  apiece  for  my  children  I  authorize  my  wife  to 
dispose  of  a  negro  woman  named  Jinny  and  lay  out  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  for  two  small  negroes. 

I  name  and  appoint  my  wife  and  son  Stuart  executor  and 
executrix  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  Witness  my  hand 
this  23  day  of  February  1839.

[NOTE.  .  .  ALTHOUGH  MARY  STEWART  MATTHEWS,  DAUGHTER  OF  SAMPSON 
STEWART,  AND  SUBJECT  OF  THE  FOLLOWING  NEWSPAPER  STORY,  LIVED  SOME 
200  YEARS  AFTER  THE  QUEEN,  IT  IS  UNDERSTANDABLE  HOW  THE  OLDSTERS 
WHO  SUPPLIED  THE  INFORMATION  FOR  THE  STORY  USED  THE  WORD  “COUSIN” 
LOOSELY.  .  .  DON’T  WE  ALL?  It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  MARY  STUART, 
QUEEN  OF  SCOTS,  was  the  first  to  spell  STEWART  with  the  letter  “U”.  Many  still  follow 
her  example.] 


“All  the  world  has  thrilled  to  the  glamorous  story  of  Mary 
Stuart,  Queen  of  Scotland,  who  reveled  in  the  splendor  of  Eu¬ 
ropean  Courts,  flitted  from  one  clandestine  love  to  another  and 
floundered  through  a  maze  of  religious  dissension  and  political 
intrigue  which  led  her  to  the  guillotine.  But  few  persons  know 
that  her  cousin  and  namesake,  Mary  [Ann]  *  Stuart  Matthews, 
lived  in  a  Tennessee  cabin  a  life  by  sharp  contrast  as  pictur¬ 
esque  as  that  of  Scotland’s  Queen. 

“The  burning  of  this  cabin  a  few  weeks  ago  was  significant 
to  many  merely  as  the  passing  of  an  ancient  landmark,  but 
to  those  familiar  with  its  story,  it  recalled  a  vivid  pageant  for

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the  pattern  woven  in  the  homespun  of  American  frontier  his¬ 
tory  of  Mary  [Stuart]  Matthews  is  as  colorful,  if  not  so  irides¬ 
cent,  as  that  traced  by  her  luminous  relative  on  the  gay  tap¬ 
estry  of  Europe’s  past. 

“Although  Mary  [Stuart]  Matthews  was  of  queenly  blood 
and  manner,  her  palace  of  logs  had  only  one  room  and  an 
attic  and  her  courtiers  carried  bows  and  arrows  and  wore  feath¬ 
ers  in  their  hair.  Her  gowns  were  fashioned  by  Mary  [Stuart] 
Matthews  and  she  traveled  with  dignity  in  a  carriage  drawn 
by  two  sturdy  animals  with  a  yoke  across  their  necks. 

“Even  though  her  amorous  relative  surpassed  her  in  the 
number  of  husbands  acquired,  capturing  three  to  her  one,  the 
one  Mary  Matthews  had  survived  three  times  as  long  for  the 
darkest  deed  she  ever  perpetrated  was  provoked  by  an  empty 
dinner  pot. 

“Her  royal  guard  consisted  of  one  defender  and  when  he 
was  away,  his  wife  shouldered  the  musket.  An  army  of  for¬ 
eign  marauders,  too,  had  to  be  reckoned  with.  By  day  and 
night,  they  would  steal  in  and  out  of  the  encircling  forest, 
grab  a  chicken  or  other  morsel  in  their  mouths  and  slink  away 
to  their  dens.  And,  paralleling  the  mystery  enveloping  the 
murder  of  Scotland’s  king,  a  skeleton  reposed  under  the  Mat¬ 
thews’  bed. 

‘  ‘A  detailed  portrait  of  a  family  living  almost  150  years  ago 
is  difficult  to  obtain.  But,  with  the  aid  of  family  papers,  early

church  and  civil  histories,  recollections  of  the  oldest  inhabit¬ 
ants,  and  information  transmitted  orally  through  the  descend¬ 
ants,  this  story  has  been  pieced  together  as  a  patchwork 
quilt. 

“Robert  Estes,  88,  and  his  sister,  Mrs.  John  (Anna)  Perry, 
of  near  Columbia,  talk  interestingly  of  their  grandmother, 
Mary  [Stuart]  Matthews.  ‘Yes,  Grandmother  was  a  cousin  of 
the  Scottish  Queen  and  her  namesake,  too/  they  said  in  an 
interview  recently. 

“  ‘We  have  heard  her  and  our  mother  talk  about  it  lots  of 
times.  You  see/  continued  Mr.  Estes,  ‘my  grandmother’s 
maiden  name  was  Stuart  and  her  parents  named  her  Mary  af¬ 
ter  the  Queen/ 

“  ‘Grandmother  was  of  Scotch  Irish  descent.  She  was  born 
in  Ireland  and  when  she  was  a  little  girl  her  parents  came  to 
*South  Carolina  in  a  schooner.  A  family  by  the  name  of  Mat¬ 
thews  came  over  on  the  same  ship  from  Ireland.  They  had  a 
son  named  Robert,  and  when  Robert  and  Mary  grew  up  they 
married  and  came  west  to  make  their  home/  he  said. 

“It  was  not  long  after  the  little  band  of  Pilgrims  had  estab¬ 
lished  Fort  Nashboro  on  the  Cumberland  River  that  the  small 
caraven  of  sweaty  oxen  bringing  the  bride  and  groom  and  a 
few  of  their  neighbors  to  Tennessee,  plodded  into  the  Middle 
Basin,  reaching  a  canebreak  eight  miles  south  of  Duck  River,

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they  surveyed  the  valleys  and  rolling  hills,  appraising  the  vir¬ 
gin  timber,  the  fertile  soil  and  the  gushing  spring  at  the  foot 
of  the  hill.  ‘There/  says  a  family  record  owned  by  a  grand¬ 
daughter,  Mrs.  Perry  Payne  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  ‘they  struck 
camp  near  the  place  now  known  as  McCains/  on  the  B-Line 
highway  between  Columbia  and  Pulaski. 

“The  exact  date  of  their  arrival  is  not  known  but  calcula¬ 
tions  based  on  recorded  dates  place  the  time  about  *1800  or 
possibly  before  the  State  was  admitted  to  the  Union. 

“  ‘In  the  dense  forest  and  cane,  surrounded  by  wild  beasts 
and  Indians  somewhat  friendly, ’  the  record  continues,  ‘Robert 
Matthews,  with  the  help  of  his  good  wife,  felled  trees  to  build 
a  little  cabin.  ’  The  large  fireplace  with  the  massive  stone  chim¬ 
ney  was  the  only  facility  for  cooking,  and  two  small  windows 
high  upon  either  side  of  it  furnished  what  light  was  admitted. 

“For  safety’s  sake,  the  front  door  was  made  in  two  parts, 
an  upper  and  a  lower.  In  the  summer,  the  lower  part  remain¬ 
ed  closed  to  exclude  the  wild  animals  and  the  upper  section 
was  opened  for  light  and  ventilation.  Mrs.  Perry  says  she  has 
heard  her  mother  and  grandmother  tell  many  times  of  wolves 

and  other  animals  slipping  in  the  cabin  when  the  lower  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  door  had  been  left  ajar.  The  divided  door  also  ser¬ 
ved  as  a  protection  against  unfriendly  persons.  Had  an  Indian

or  other  person  suspected  of  being  hostile,  come  to  the  door, 
the  owner  could  have  opened  the  top  section  and  ascertained 
the  stranger’s  mission  without  giving  him  an  opportunity  to 
force  entry  into  the  home. 

“Robert  and  Mary  Matthews  ‘cleared  the  cane  away,  plant¬ 
ed  corn  and  flax  and  also  made  their  own  furniture,’  the 
family  record  relates.  Walnut  and  cherry  woods  were  used  and 
since  they  grew  in  abundance,  ‘solid’  pieces  were  not  consid¬ 
ered  the  luxury  they  are  today.  Their  desk  now  belongs  to  Dr. 

0.  K.  Matthews  of  Columbia,  a  great-grandson.  And  the  giant 
grandfather  clock  is  owned  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Pillow  of 
Columbia,  who  bought  it  at  the  death  of  the  Matthews’  young¬ 
est  son.  For  a  hundred  years,  it  stood  in  the  original  cabin 
and  with  the  rhythm  of  a  pulsing  heart  counted  the  hours  of 

its  creator’s  life  and  measured  the  days  of  his  children’s  chil¬ 
dren.  A  few  years  ago  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Pillow  had  the  wooden 
works  replaced  with  a  modern  mechanism  but  the  old  clock 

rebelled  at  such  profanation  and  now  stands  silent  in  the  hall. 
The  bed,  too,  has  become  a  cherished  article.  ‘Dear  old  Grand¬ 
mother  would  never  give  up  their  first  bedstead,’  a  great- 
granddaughter  remembers.  ‘She  said  Robert  made  it  for  her 
and  she  would  sleep  on  it  as  long  as  she  lived,  and  she  did 
and  died  on  it.’ 

“Like  her  famous  relative,  Mary  [Stuart]  Matthews  was 
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very  beautiful.  Characteristic  of  the  Irish,  her  eyes  were  blue. 
Her  hair  was  blonde  and  her  complexion  fair  with  the  glow 
of  health  in  her  cheeks.  Her  youngest  son  declared  she  was 
the  prettiest  woman  he  ever  saw  and  old  residents  who  have 
seen  her  agree  that  she  was  a  beauty. 

‘  ‘The  birth  of  the  first  baby  was  a  big  event  as  all  first  ar¬ 
rivals.  But  there  probably  followed  several  nights  filled  with 
music  of  a  different  kind  from  that  spoken  of  by  Longfellow, 
and  several  times  when  the  baby  had  the  colic  and  was  cut¬ 
ting  teeth  that  the  mother,  not  ‘the  cares  of  the  day,  ’  felt  like 
doing  the  tent-folding  and  departing  act.  There  were  no  Gar¬ 
bos  or  Crawford  then  for  the  baby  to  resemble  but  all  the 
Presidents  would  have  to  have  wives.  Or,  perhaps,  there  was 
some  charming  coleen  in  Ireland  named  Patricia,  for  the  baby 
was  called  ‘Patsy’. 

“Time  passes  quickly  for  there  was  much  to  do.  The  gar¬ 
den  and  crops  had  to  be  cultivated  and  an  orchard  planted. 
One  ragged  old  apple  tree  set  out  in  later  years,  and  the  cot¬ 
tonwood  which  grew  by  the  chimney,  still  stand.  The  bees 
were  to  be  robbed  periodically  of  their  honey,  the  beans  and 
berries  dried  and  mending  to  be  done. 

“Presently  the  second  of  the  ten  children  was  born  and 
many  were  the  days  the  mother  mixed  the  corn  cake  and  fried 
the  meat  with  one  hand  while  she  held  a  fretful  baby  on  her 
hip  with  the  other. 
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“Although  John  Knox  was  one  of  Catholic  Mary  Stuart's 
most  formidable  foes,  her  [American]  relatives,  the  Mat¬ 
thews,  were  staunch  Presbyterians.  They  worshipped  at  Eb- 
enezar,  now  called  Reece's  Chapel,  the  oldest  Presbyterian 
church  in  Middle  or  West  Tennessee.  There  are  strong  indi¬ 
cations  that  they  were  among  the  founders.  The  Rev.  D.  D. 
Little  in  a  church  history  said,  Tn  1806,  the  Indians  had  not 

formally  relinquished  their  title  to  the  lands  of  this  region 
but  there  were  a  number  of  white  families  who  had  settled 
on  the  Indian  lands  as  *  Squatters.  Some  of  these  were  Presby¬ 
terians  and  at  some  time  previous  to  1806  they  organized  a 
church  which  they  called  Ebenezar.'  Mr.  Estes,  the  grandson, 
recalls  that  the  Matthews  worshipped  at  Ebenezar  and  some¬ 
times  attended  the  old  camp  ground  at  McCains  but  cannot  say 
whether  or  not  they  helped  to  organize  Ebenezar  Church. 

“After  a  few  years,  Mary  [Stuart]  Matthews  was  expect¬ 
ing  another  baby.  Her  husband  had  been  called  away  from 
home  and  when  the  time  arrived  only  the  little  children  were 
with  her.  Fastening  them  in  the  cabin  she  went  out  alone 
into  the  canebrake  and  when  she  returned  to  the  house,  the 
new  baby  was  wrapped  in  her  apron. 

“The  Matthews  family  prospered  as  time  passed.  They  ac¬ 
cumulated  several  fine  plantation  horses  and  a  number  of 
slaves  and  made  some  additions  to  the  house.  As  the  older

daughters  and  sons  grew  up  they  married,  but  the  youngest 
son,  Lafayette,  remained  single  and  studied  medicine.  When 
the  Civil  War  broke  out  he  cared  for  the  wounded,  going  night 
and  day  to  alleviate  their  suffering.  The  Yankees  who  raided 
his  house  failed  to  find  his  money.  It  was  hidden  in  the  hol¬ 
low  weights  of  the  clock. 

“Finally,  ‘Dr.  Fate’  fell  in  love  with  Ann  Mack,  a  young 
woman  of  the  community,  and  they  were  engaged  to  be  mar¬ 
ried.  ‘He  had  bought  a  new  suit/  relates  his  nephew,  ‘and 
the  wedding  was  set  for  the  third  day  off  when  someone  told 
him  his  fiancee  was  planning  to  marry  another.  Unbelieving, 

he  went  to  her.  She  admitted  that  it  was  true.  She  had  fallen 
in  love  with  another  man,  she  said,  and  intended  to  marry  him. 
Stunned,  Dr.  Matthews  stumbled  to  his  home,  threw  himself 
on  the  ground  and  wept  bitterly/  Later  Miss  Mack,  whose 
brother  was  a  judge  in  Columbia,  married  Henry  Scott. 

“Dr.  Matthews  never  married  and  his  friends  noticed  that, 
always  stern,  he  became  more  gruff  than  ever.  ‘If  physical 
force  was  necessary  to  make  a  child  or  petulant  adult  take  his 
medicine  or  otherwise  obey  instructions,  then  such  was  admin¬ 
istered  promptly/  declares  his  niece,  Mrs.  J.  S.  Davis  of 
Mt.  Pleasant.  She  recalls  a  woman  who  received  a  smart  slap 
on  the  cheek  because  she  refused  to  take  the  prescribed  cas¬ 
tor  oil.  The  slap  was  effective. 

“But  under  the  gruff  exterior  was  a  kindly  heart  and  a 
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generous  nature,  attested  to  by  his  devotion  to  his  aged  moth¬ 
er  and  the  hundreds  of  professional  calls  he  made  without 
charge.  Like  his  relative,  James  V  of  Scotland,  who  was  a 
spendthrift  with  his  money,  Dr.  Matthews  was  a  spendthrift 
with  his  service. 

“  ‘The  sight  of  Dr.  Fate  riding  his  big  bay  horse  about  the 
community,  saddle  bags  bulging  with  patent  remedies,  or 
stamping  into  the  house  attired  in  rough  clothes,  high  top 
boots  and  two  clinking  spurs,  was  familiar  to  all  of  us  who 
knew  him,  and  it  is  one  ITl  never  forget/  declared  C.  A. 
Wright  of  Rigbyville. 

“  ‘There  were  two  big  attractions  for  the  children  at  the 
Matthews  home/  Mrs.  Davis  recalls.  ‘Dr.  Matthews  kept  a 
human  skeleton  in  a  box  under  his  bed  and  the  nieces  and 
nephews  would  imagine  wild  stories  about  it  and  in  half  fear 
urge  him  to  let  them  see  it.  There  were  whisperings  among 
the  neighbors,  too,  that  Dr.  Fate  had  opened  a  grave  in  the 
hush  of  the  night  and  robbed  it  of  its  dead.  And  some  of 
them  frowned  in  disapproval,  declaring  it  was  unholy  for  a 
man  to  steal  another’s  bones/ 

'‘The  other  object  at  the  Matthews  home  which  fascinated 
the  youngsters  was  the  old  fashioned  music  box  which  cost 
more  than  the  modern  radio  but  played  only  two  tunes,  a 
march  and  THE  MOCKING  BIRD. 

“Mary  [Stuart]  Matthews  died  at  the  age  of  89,  her  death 
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contrasting  as  sharply  with  that  of  Mary  Stuart  as  her  life 
had  done.  Dr.  Matthews,  who  had  cared  for  her  tenderly  in 
her  declining  years,  passed  away  in  1900  at  the  age  of  80. 
But  the  old  cabin  so  rich  in  associations  stood  until  a  few 
weeks  ago.  Two  days  after  it  burned,  the  gaunt  gray  chim¬ 
ney  was  torn  down  and  timber  hauled  for  a  modern  tenant 
house. 

“Thus,  with  the  passing  of  one  of  the  few  remaining  pio¬ 
neer  cabins,  one  of  the  most  picturesque  reminders  of  this 
early  generation  had  passed  and  its  story  ended.”

PLANS  TO  RESTORE  HOME  OF  EARLY 
PIONEER  IN  MAURY  MADE  BY 
ANTIQUITIES  CHAPTER

“Plans  are  underway  for  restoring  and  opening  to  the  public 
the  early  home  and  burying  place  of  a  man  who  may  have 
been  the  first  settler  in  Middle  Tennessee.  The  grave  and  log 
cabins  are  located  at  Cave  Spring,  near  McCains,  in  Maury 
County. 

“Evidence  that  a  white  man  named  John  Mack  settled  here 
has  been  uncovered  by  former  County  Judge  Hugh  Lee  Web¬ 
ster,  a  local  authority  on  Maury  County  history,  and  was  pre¬ 
sented  this  morning  at  a  meeting  of  the  Maury  County  Chapter 
of  the  Association  of  Tennessee  Antiquities  at  the  Commerce 
Union  Bank. 

“A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  help  work  on  the 
project.  Plans  are  to  construct  a  road  and  parking  places  and 
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SAMPSON  STEWART’S  GRANDSON  (see  page  69). 

to  restore  the  two  log  cabins.  The  entire  site  of  what  is 
thought  to  have  been  an  early  settlement  would  be  opened  to 
the  public  as  a  park. 

“Judge  Webster  revealed  he  has  been  working  on  the  pro¬ 
ject  for  some  time  and  has  in  his  possession  a  rare  map  which 
shows  a  ‘Walked  community  in  this  area  at  a  time  when  Mid¬ 
dle  Tennessee  was  still  occupied  by  the  Cherokee  Indians  and 
had  not  yet  been  opened  to  white  men  by  the  state  of  North 
Carolina. 

“The  settler,  John  Mack  [born  in  Scotland,  1710,  died  in  his 
71st  year] ,  ancestor  of  a  number  of  well-known  early  citizens 
of  the  county,  apparently  ‘squatted'  on  the  land,  Webster  said, 
and  his  ownership  was  later  established  by  deeds  secured  by 
his  descendants  from  Elijah  Robertson  and  John  Davidson. 

“Two  early  buildings  are  still  at  the  site,  Webster  explain¬ 
ed,  and  should  be  preserved.  One  may  be  built  of  logs  which 
were  originally  used  by  Mack  in  a  stockade. 

“The  other  apparently  pre-dates  a  recently  discovered  log 
cabin  at  Hale  Station,  which  has  definitely  been  established 
as  having  been  erected  in  1787.  It  apparently  was  one  of  ‘two 
or  three'  buildings  which  made  up  the  settlement  at  a  time 
when  it  was  previously  believed  no  white  men  had  homes  in 
Middle  Tennessee.  Nashville  was  settled  about  1780. 
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“Mack,  according  to  the  weatherworn  inscription  on  his 
gravestone,  died  in  1781,  and  was  ‘the  first  of  his  name’  in 
Middle  Tennessee,  which  had  previously  been  visited  generally 
only  by  itinerant  trappers  and  hunters. 

“According  to  the  evidence  which  Mr.  Webster  presented, 
Mack  settled  at  Cave  Spring,  built  a  stockade  as  protection 
from  the  Indians  which  enclosed  the  entire  spring,  and  later 
built  a  cabin,  which  had  holes  from  which  weapons  could  be 
aimed  in  the  walls. 

“Plans  call  for  state  aid  in  establishing  the  park,  and  Web¬ 
ster  said  members  of  the  state  historical  commission  are  soon 
to  visit  the  site  and  authenticate  the  evidence.  He  asked  the 
Antiquities  group  to  help.”  (29)

“Dear  Son  and  Daughter: 

“We  read  with  great  satisfaction  of  heart  your  letter  of  Oc¬ 
tober  last.  It  always  gives  me  satisfaction  to  hear  of  your  wel¬ 
fare,  but  this  one  in  particular  in  hearing  of  my  old  mother’s 
aunt  that  she  is  still  in  the  land  of  the  living.  It  seems  to 
revive  my  spirits  to  think  of  her  when  I  last  left  her  in  Ar- 
digon  [N.  Ireland].  I  never  thought  of  hearing  from  her  liv¬ 
ing  here  in  the  U.  S.  on  the  stream  of  the  Ohio  River. 

“Please  give  my  greatest  respects  to  Cousin  Hance  Weaver 
[Guernsey  County  Ohio]  and  all  his  family.  Let  Mrs.  Weaver 
know  that  I  was  well  acquainted  with  her  mother,  went  to 
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school  together  at  Ballytrim.  I  would  also  wish  to  be  remem¬ 
bered  to  Judith  Weaver.  I  understand  that  she  never  married 
so  also  is  the  case  of  my  daughter,  Judith.  Let  me  know  if 
you  can  what  is  become  of  Uncle  Robert’s  family  and  how 
they  are  making  out.  And  in  particular  of  Aunt  Sophie  wheth¬ 
er  she  is  in  the  land  of  the  living  or  not. 

“Your  cousin  John  Stewart  is  dead  4  years.  His  oldest  son, 
Finley,  a  fine  young  man  of  20  years  died  before  his  father. 
His  next  eldest  son,  Ralph,  died  this  fall. 

“I  have  the  Widow  Stewart  on  the  one  side  of  me,  my  son 
John  on  the  other,  and  Sampson  on  another.  You  would  con¬ 
fer  an  obligation  on  Sampson  if  you  would  let  Mr.  Samuel 
Carr  know  that  he  is  anxious  to  know  from  him  and  family. 
He  has  written  twice,  but  no  answer  has  ever  been  sent  di¬ 
rect  to  Guilford  County  by  the  Alamance  Post  Office. 

“Son  Stewart,  your  mother  thinks  you  might  employ  your 
time  and  your  pen  to  better  use  than  to  writing  of  that  de¬ 
testable  man,  *Jackson. 

“When  you  receive  this  you  will  either  send  it  carefully  to 
Aunt  Susan  or  transcribe  it  to  her  and  do  not  neglect  it.  At 
any  rate  your  brother,  John,  and  family  are  all  well,  et.  (88)

“Hill  Lodge, 
“Oct,  18,  [1828] 

“Mr.  Charles  Stewart  Scott 
“Barnsvale,  Belmont  County 
“State  of  Ohio,  America. 

“My  Dear  Brother: 

“I  again  take  up  my  willing  pen  to  address  a  few  lines  to 
you,  although  it  is  a  long  time  since  we  have  had  a  letter 
from  you,  but  we  received  a  letter  which  you  sent  to  James 
which  in  some  measure  accounts  for  your  silence. 

“You  believe  us  ungrateful  and  that  we  have  forgotten  you. 
You  say  you  have  not  received  a  letter  from  us  but  once  since 
my  father’s  death.  I  have  sent  three  to  you  since  that,  one  to 
Baltimore  and  the  others  to  New  York.  The  first  letter  you 
sent  to  us  after  you  left  Charlestown  you  desired  us  to  direct 
to  New  Washington.  I  suppose  that  these  directions  were 
wrong  and  that  was  the  cause  of  your  not  getting  them.  Be 
that  as  it  may,  be  assured  that  I  did  not  neglect  writing  ev¬ 
ery  opportunity. 

“Tell  James  that  his  letters  have  given  us  all  great  trouble 
on  account  of  the  severity  of  his  passage  but  particularly 
about  the  poor  children.  I  hope  that  James  and  the  family 
are  all  safely  arrived  with  you  long  ere  this  and  that  you 
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have  received  the  little  box  with  the  watch  and  letter  which 
I  sent  you.  We  are  in  daily  expectation  of  a  letter  from  you 
to  determine  us  how  we  are  to  act.  For  if  you  are  coming 
for  us,  we  would  need  to  know  soon  as  our  affairs  are  in  a 
confused  state. 

“I  believe  that  the  Jamisons  are  going  to  enter  a  lawsuit 
against  my  mother  as  they  have  served  her  over  two  notices 
within  these  two  days  and  we  have  no  one  to  depend  on. 

“You  know  my  uncle  [John  Carr  Stewart]  has  his  own  way 
of  doing  everything  and  John  Lowery  makes  light  of  it.  And 
my  mother  is  breaking  her  heart  as  she  has  no  one  to  rely  on, 
but  she  hopes  you  will  put  in  your  heart  to  come  home  and 
dispose  of  the  properties  and  take  us  with  you,  for  it  is  en¬ 
tirely  out  of  our  power  to  live  here  separated  from  the  rest 
of  the  family. 

“If  you  can  come  this  season  with  safety  to  yourself,  the 
sooner  the  better  as  mother  would  be  glad  to  have  you  to  as¬ 
sist  her  in  what  ever  may  happen  concerning  Ardmillen. 

“Give  your  kind  love  to  James  and  Margaret  and  the  child¬ 
ren,  and  Mary  and  Jane  with  their  families.  Tell  our  poor 
dear  Margaret  that  we  are  all  well  and  that  our  tears  fell 
without  number  on  her  account  when  we  heard  the  distress 
she  suffered.  Tell  her  that  her  mother  is  very  lonely  for  the 
want  of  her  and  that  she  often  thinks  she  has  her  in  her  arms 
at  night;  she  bids  her  remember  her  promise  of  sending  you 
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home  for  us,  for  the  sooner  you  come  she  will  be  with  her 
the  sooner,  and  tell  her  I  will  bring  her  a  leghorn  bonnet 
when  we  come. 

“Tell  James  that  the  Scotts  have  got  Backpark  and  we  have 

lots  [lost]  it  all:  that  we  h - [have]  hopes  from  Blackwood 

and  we  have  gotten  a  new  hand  [or  land]  from  James,  he 
lost  the  lawsuit  at  the  last  assises  again,  and  John  Lowery 
has  made  him  an  outlaw;  he  has  not  been  here  since,  but  he 
declares  he  will  pay  my  mother  the  first  that  is  paid  when 
his  affairs  are  settled. 

“I  believe  I  have  said  as  much  in  reason  concerning  your 
coming  as  I  can.  But  if  you  felt  as  much  as  we  do  from  be¬ 
ing  separated  from  you  all,  you  would  not  delay  one  moment. 
However,  write  immediately  [so]  that  we  may  know  what  you 
are  determined  on. 

“Give  Ann’s  and  my  very  kind  love  to  Margaret  and  ten 
thousand  loves  to  Mary  Ann. 

“Farewell  my  dear  brother  and  believe  me  to  be 

“Your  affectionate  sister, 

“Catherine  Scott 

‘  ‘Do  not  let  anyone  see  this  but  yourself  as  it  is  so  ill  writ¬ 
ten;  for  I  am  in  great  haste.  *Sam  and  Hunter  Shaw  send 
their  love  to  you  and  Sam  and  Thomas  Osburn  and  Miss  Boak 
send  their  love  to  you.  I  saw  Jane  Howe  yesterday  and  she 
sends  her  love  to  you  and  twenty  more  that  I  have  not  room 
for.  ’  ’ 

*SHE  MARRIED  A  SAM  SHAW  IN  1830  AND  FINALLY  CAME  TO  AMERICA  (P.  384). 
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The  foregoing  letter  from  Catherine  Scott  to  her  brother  is  one  of  many 
interesting  old  letters  from  “The  Nora  Scott  Papers”  (see 
p.  380,  this  volume).  Space  does  not  permit  printing  them  here, 
in  their  entirety,  but  excerpts  are  given  below  so  that  you 
will  not  be  completely  deprived  of  their  charm  and  information.

From  Sam  Shaw,  Belfast,  N.  Ireland,  to  his  brother-in-law, 
James  Scott,  Middletown,  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  America, 
[1831] : 

“Catherine  [Scott]  and  I  were  married - 1830  and  in  June 

I  left  [to  make]  improvements  in  my  business,  I  visited  most 
of  the  [provinces]  in  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland.  I  went 
to  Dublin  to  London  and  down  through  the  south  of  England, 
Gretna  Green  and  from  that  to  Edinborough  and  then  home 
to  Belfast.  I  was  just  ten  weeks  away — 

“In  Belfast  [I  am]  in  partnership  with  my  brother,  Robert. 
Our  trade  is  not  as  good  as  it  was  some  time  back.  Hats  that 
we  sold  for  .  .  .  shillings  we  now  sell  the  same  quality  for 
twenty  .  .  .  much  better  at  four  shillings  &  six  pense  than 
we  sold  for  nine  shillings. 

“Catherine  enjoys  very  good  health  and  she  looks  better 
than  ever  she  did  before  she  was  married  ...  in  March  which 
was  christened  Andrew  Scott  Shaw  for  her  father.  I  feel  my¬ 
self  respected  by  all  of  Catherine’s  friends.  [And]  Uncle  Stew¬ 
art  [Catherine’s  uncle,  John  Carr  Stewart]  shows  more  friend- 
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ship  to  me  than  to  his  own  relations.  I  spent  2  or  3  days  at 
his  house  and  he  would  scarcely  allow  me  to  be  an  hour  out 
of  his  company  while  I  was  there. 

“Ann  lives  4  miles  out  [Ann  Scott  Watson,  sister  of  Cath¬ 
erine]  a  little  beyond  the  Drumbridge.  Your  mother  [Mary 
Stewart  Scott]  was  here  and  spent  one - with  us  and  anoth¬ 

er  with  Ann  and  I  think  if  she  could  [get  her  affairs]  settled 
that  she  would  go  to  America. 

“Charles  requests  me  to  say  that  you  may  expect  to  hear 
from  him  soon;  he  says  he  will  return  to  America  as  soon  as 
he  possibly  can. 

“You  will  do  me  the  favor  of  a  letter  as  soon  as  you  can 
possibly  give  what  information  you  can  respecting  my  trade, 
and  how  it  is  carried  on  [in  America]  and  to  what  extent.  I 
would  also  wish  to  know  the  manner  and  distances  of  the 
nearest  towns  to  you,  and  how  carried  on  as  I  have  been  told 
it  is  principally  by  barter.  I  want  to  know  how  the  towns  are 
supplied  with  fire  and  water  ...  of  your  manner  of  labor 
and  the  birds  and  beasts  in  .  .  . 

“Give  my  love  to  all  my  friends  in  America.  Remember  me 
in  the  kindest  manner  to  Margaret  and  the  family  especially 
— Mary  Ann — I  would  wish  to  know  if  she  remembers  me.  To 
hold  a  correspondence  with  you  will  always  be  the  most  pleas¬ 
ure  to  your  affectionate  brother-in-law.  Sam  Shaw” 
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The  following  excerpts,  like  those  just  closed,  are  from  a  let¬ 
ter  to  James  Scott  from  his  brother-in-law,  Sam  Shaw;  this 
letter  was  also  written  in  Belfast,  but  dated  May  21,  1832: 

“I  read  your  letter  to  Charles  with  great  satisfaction  and 
as  you  express  a  wish  that  I  should  write  you,  I  feel  the 
greatest  happiness  as  well  as  the  greatest  interest  in  doing  so 
as  it  is  my  earnest  intention  to  go  to  America;  but  how  soon 
I  cannot  say. 

“I  have  to  put  you  to  further  trouble  before  I  go.  It  is  a 
serious  thought  for  a  person  to  emigrate  so  far  from  their 
own  country.  What  I  wish  you  to  learn  for  me  is  the  price 
of  every  material  used  for  manufacture,  where  the  principal 
market  is,  and  how  they  are  to  be  obtained  as  to  carriage  I 
mean. 

“I  would  also  wish  to  know  how  tools  are  to  be  obtained 
and  what  expense  such  as  dye-kittle,  planks  and  kittle  and 
stone  finishing,  &  dye  blocks.  Our  trade  here  is  principally 
wholesale  and  increasing  fast;  our  trade  principally  depends 
on  your  father’s  acquaintance;  our  profits  are  small  but  still 
we  are  making  money.  But  my  brother  is  beginning  not  to  be 
attentive  to  his  work  as  he  was  formerly  and  I  have  no 
friends  in  my  own  relations  which  makes  me  careless  about 
this  country. 

“I  would  feel  much  more  happy  in  America  than  in  this 
country.  It  is  almost  in  a  state  of  revolution.  Since  the  20th 
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of  April  there  has  been  a  boy  shot  and  two  men  wounded  in 
our  street  and  two  men  murdered;  one  died  two  days  after 
being  severely  beaten;  party  work  is  encouraged  by  men  of 
rank  on  both  sides  to  such  a  degree  that  it  is  dangerous  to 
be  out  at  night.  You  would  think  that  the  life  of  a  man  was 
of  as  little  consequence  as  a  rabbit's. 

“I  cannot  fully  explain  to  you  the  state  of  your  mother’s 
affairs  at  present;  they  have  had  a  good  deal  of  trouble  with 
John  Howe  and  likewise  about  Ardmillen  but  as  Charles  is 
about  to  write  to  you,  he  will  explain  everything  better  than 
I  could  to  you. 

“Young  John  Kerr  was  in  our  shop  today.  His  father  en¬ 
joys  tolerably  good  health.  Catherine  joins  me  in  love  to  you 
and  Margaret  and  all  the  children,  but  particularly  Mary  Ann. 
Waiting  your  reply  I  have  the  happiness  to  subscribe  myself 
with  the  most  unfeigned  of  affection,  your  brother-in-law,  Sam 
Shaw.” 

*• 

No.  5  Hanover  Quay,  Belfast,  July  13,  1839 - from  Charles 

Scott  to  his  brother,  Jas.  Scott,  Middlebourne,  Ohio.  Excerpts: 

“When  I  wrote  last  to  you  I  was  then  engaged  in  Northern 
Whig  Office  as  traveller,  which  situation  I  left  at  November 
last  and  opened  this  house  for  the  sale  of  spirits  and  provisions. 
The  last  letter  I  received  from  Richard  [Scott]  he  advised  me 
to  come  out  to  him  [in  America]  which  I  certainly  would  have 
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done  had  I  then  had  the  means,  but  they  were  far  from  my 
hands.  However,  I  will  be  able  this  spring.  My  intention  is  to 
go  direct  to  Baltimore  and  if  I  get  no  encouragement  from 
you  to  endeavor  to  get  into  employment  there. 

“My  mother  died  on  the  23rd  of  November  last  and  was  bur¬ 
ied  at  Killyleagh;  there  was  a  very  large  and  respectable  fun¬ 
eral.  Two  years  ago  she  sold  the  Killyleagh  properties  to  Sam 
Shaw  (you  may  be  surprised  at  this,  but  the  first  clause  of 
my  father’s  will  gave  her  the  power)  for  150  pounds  one  hun¬ 
dred  in  hand  and  the  fifty  at  her  death  to  be  paid  to  Ann  as 
a  part  of  my  father’s  legacy,  thus  the  place  was  liable  to, 
otherwise  it  is  probable  she  would  have  lost  it. 

“My  uncle  [John  Carr  Stewart],  as  one  of  the  executors 
seconded  her  will,  for  Samuel  Shaw  had  found  the  way  into 
his  favor.  My  mother  never  gave  me  any  assistance,  or  in 
fact  any  countenance. 

“On  her  death  bed  she  made  a  will  leaving  [me]  40  pounds 
and  share  of  the  chattels  and  the  remainder  to  Samuel  Shaw 
and  the  half  of  the  chattels,  and  left  him  as  her  sole  execu¬ 
tor  lest  I  should  receive  the  full  benefit. 

“He  sent  the  furniture  and  every  article  of  her  clothing  to 
Smithfield  and  sold  them  but  bought  them  in  himself  at  about 
one  twentieth  of  their  value.  I  have  received  nothing  yet.  Nor 
do  I  know  when  I  will.  He  [Sam  Shaw]  has  feathered  his 
nest  to  about  the  tune  of  250  pounds.  She  [his  mother]  nev¬ 
er  mentioned  one  of  her  family  in  her  will  but  myself,  and 
it  was  more  from  fear  than  love  that  the  Shaws  allowed  that.’’ 
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London,  England,  Nov.  4,  1841 - from  Charles  Scott  to  his 

brother,  Jas.  Scott,  Middle  [town],  Ohio.  Excerpts: 

“It  is  now  upwards  of  ten  years  since  I  parted  with  you  in 
Ohio,  during  which  time  I  have  written  you  several  letters 
but  never  received  one  line  in  return.  As  I  am  not  aware  of 
having  by  word  or  deed  forfeited  my  claim  on  your  affection, 
and  being  unwilling  to  give  up  the  idea  that  I  have  a  brother, 
I  essay  this,  probably  my  last  (if  unanswered)  trial  in  hopes 
you  will  answer  it. 

“My  lot  has  not  been  the  most  prosperous.  I  may  say  I 
have  been  very  unlucky  and  buffeted  about  very  much.  I  still 
am  able  to  bear  up  and  hope  I  will  yet  weather  the  storm.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  I  will  one  day  be  able  to  settle  with  my 
little  family  in  America.  My  desire  is,  as  soon  as  I  am  able, 
to  start  out  to  the  United  States. 

“You  will  be  surprised  to  be  addressed  from  this  place  [Lon¬ 
don].  I  have  been  here  18  months.,, 

London,  England,  July  31,  1842 - from  Charles  Scott  to  his 

brother,  Jas.  Scott.  Excerpts: 

“I  received  your  most  esteemed  letter  of  the  first  of  May 
and  am  very  happy  to  hear  of  your  Margaret  and  the  chil¬ 
dren’s  health  and  prosperity.  I  was  a  good  deal  surprised  and 
very  much  gratified  by  your  very  kind  remembrance  of  me, 
through  my  uncle  [John  Carr  Stewart],  I  received  a  letter 
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from  his  son,  James  Stewart,  stating  your  request  that  his 
father  would  hand  me  five  pounds  and  on  my  replying,  I 
received  a  cash  order  for  that  sum.  He  required  a  stamp  re¬ 
ceipt  which  I  did  not  send  him;  he  also  was  anxious  to  know 
all  my  little  private  affairs,  on  which  point  I  was  not  inclined 
to  satisfy.  Since  that  time  and  only  that  time  have  I  heard 
from  him. 

“You  asked  when  I  will  think  of  coming  to  America;  the 
question  is  easily  answered.  When  I  am  able,  but  which  I  do 
not  expect  ever  will  be  the  case;  at  the  present  time  I  can 
see  no  prospect  of  it.” 

Baltimore,  Md.,  June  1,  1843 - from  Charles  Scott  to  his  broth¬ 

er,  Jas.  Scott,  Middletown,  Ohio  (repeat:  Charles  and  James 
were  nephews  of  Sampson  Stewart). 

“It  is  sometime  since  I  have  heard  from  you.  I  have  just 
gotten  my  season's  work  over  and  a  very  severe  one  it  was. 
My  employer  Mr.  Powell  has  left  for  England  but  I  expect 
him  back  in  Sept.  I  have  entered  into  another  year's  engage¬ 
ment  with  him  at  a  considerable  advance  in  salary. 

“Another  year  here  will  do  me  no  harm  as  my  situation 
with  him  is  not  only  a  responsible,  but  highly  respectable  one, 
and  from  Mr.  Powell's  inability  as  an  accountant,  I  have  had 
all  the  transactions  of  the  concern  to  do  which  has  brought 
me  acquainted  with  almost  all  the  principal  men  in  our  branch 
of  business.  I  intend  this  season  to  throw  out  my  lines  and 
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see  if  I  cannot  hook  a  partnership.  My  knowledge  against  their 
money.  I  have  a  correspondence  with  a  good  many  of  the 
principal  provision  houses  both  in  London  and  Liverpool,  and 
at  any  time  could  open  a  market  for  any  house  I  might  be 
engage[d]  by. 

“It  will  require  all  the  tact  of  which  I  am  possessed  to  get 
forward,  but  I  have  set  my  mind  on  getting  forward  and  I 
am  not  easily  daunted.  A  very  little  start  would  get  me  in 
motion  and  I  must  keep  my  eyes  open  for  it. 

“My  youngest  boy,  Hans  Scott,  died  last  April.  He  was  a 
fine  boy  and  I  felt  his  loss.  Mary  and  the  rest  of  the  children 
are  well.  My  own  health  is  and  has  been  very  good.  Kind  re¬ 
membrances  to  your  children.  Write  me  soon,  address  at  Mr. 
John  Powell,  Provision  Merchant,  Lexington  St.,  Baltimore, 
Md.  Yours  very  truly,  Charles  Scott/ ’

Ballymacashen,  Killinchy,  Oct.  29,  1906 - from  John  0.  Lowry 

to  C.  T.  McCreery;  and,  like  the  foregoing  letters,  this  letter 
is  also  from  the  “Nora  Scott  Papers”.  Excerpts: 

“I  have  read  over  carefully  the  letter  [from  Nora  Scott] 
which  you  enclosed,  and  have  considered  the  queries  concern¬ 
ing  the  Stewarts  but  regret  to  say  I  can  get  little  more  in¬ 
formation  regarding  them  than  what  is  already  known  to  the 
writer.  THIS  *JOHN  [STEWART,  father  of  Sampson]  HAD 
BEEN  IN  KENTUCKY  IN  AMERICA  FOR  A  TIME  AND 

♦THIS  INTERESTING  STATEMENT  INTRODUCES  possibilities  that  should  be  explored. 
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HAD  MADE  MONEY  THERE  AND  WITH  IT  BOUGHT  THE 
LAND  IN  B.  CASHEN  AND  BUILT  A  HOUSE  (NOW  AN 
OFFICE  HOUSE)  BEHIND  THE  PRESENT  DWELLING. 

“John  Carr  Stewart  who  married  Martha  Clarke  was  a  con¬ 
temporary  of  my  grandfather  (John  Lowry)  and  no  doubt  if 
the  inquiry  had  been  raised  in  the  lifetime  of  Miss  Lowry 
(my  aunt)  who  died  only  a  few  years  ago  she  could  have  given 
much  information.  As  it  is  the  older  generations  have  passed 
away  and  there  seems  to  be  no  one  able  to  give  the  inform¬ 
ation  wanted.

ONE  LONG  PARAGRAPH.  FOR  EASE  OF  READING,  the  following  copy  has  been  separ¬ 
ated  into  several,  shorter,  paragraphs.

JAMES  IVRIGHT ,  receiver  of  the  letter,  came  to  America  from 
Ireland,  sailing  from  Dublin  in  1806.  He  lived  for  a  time  in 
Virginia,  Georgia,  and  South  Carolina  before  settling  in  Maury 
County,  Tennessee.  His  son,  Samuel  Wright,  married  Pru¬ 
dence  Shaw3  Matthews,  a  granddaughter  of  Sampson1  Stewart 
(p.  163-165).  It  is  for  the  benefit  of  their  descendants,  and 
all  others  who  are  interested,  that  the  letter  is  included  here¬ 
with. 


“Muff,  Ireland 
“Sept.  17,  1809 

[Mr.  James  Wright 

In  Care  of  Mr.  Samuel  Wright 

Yorkville,  York  District,  South  Carolina] 

“Dear  Brother, 

“On  the  receipt  of  your  letter  dated  the  12  May  last  I  can 
assure  you  I  felt  unspeakably  happy;  not  having  heard  from 
you  for  four  years  past,  many  were  my  thoughts  concerning 
you  while  hope  and  fear  alternately  had  the  ascendancy  in 
my  heart;  but  thanks  to  God  you  are  living  and  well.  We  are 
all  well,  Brother. 

“Robert  and  I  are  employed  as  usual  in  the  linen  business. 
It  is  with  some  concern  I  inform  you  that  our  linen  trade  is 
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reduced  to  a  skeleton,  and  at  present  affords  little  prospect 
of  advancement.  Tis  true  the  few  webs  that  are  made  are  at 
a  great  price,  and  dearness  of  flax  more  than  counteracts  this, 
and  unless  more  of  that  material  is  obtained  trade  cannot  re¬ 
flourish. 

“I  have  entertained  the  hopes  of  seeing  you  and  Brother 
Samuel  in  America  and  the  above  unpleasant  account  will  be 
another  stimulating  incentive  to  that  end.  The  liberties  in  the 
linen  market  are  circumvented  greatly,  in  consequence  of  the 
severity  of  the  linen  board  law  but  is  something  against  our 
interest.  So  that  it  takes  one  of  superior  activity  and  specu¬ 
lation  to  accumulate  riches  this  way. 

“We  enjoy  the  blessings  of  peace  here,  but  on  the  conti¬ 
nent  the  contest  rages  with  rueful  destruction,  and  England 
is  straining  every  nerve  (whether  by  force,  fraud,  or  potent 
Gold)  to  keep  the  strife  alive.  If  governments  were  as  great 
votaries  for  the  publick  good  as  they  are  for  feud  and  hostil¬ 
ity  it  would  be  happy  for  this  country,  but  degeneracy,  errour, 
and  wickedness  are  prominent  features  in  both  Church  and 
State  and  we  cannot  expect  redress  until  a  spirit  of  reforma¬ 
tion  is  diffused  through  these  lands. 

“Dear  Brother  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  hear  of  your 
advancement  in  learning  and  worldly  circumstances;  these  are 
friends  if  they  are  sanctified  to  those  who  possess  them,  but 
otherwise  they  are  enemies;  too  often  the  world  and  the 
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things  of  it  get  the  ascendancy  in  our  affections,  but  no  one 
can  or  ever  will  experience  true  happiness  in  this  way;  noth¬ 
ing  can  satisfy  us  or  give  true  consolation  but  a  saving  inter¬ 
est  in  Him,  who  is  .  .  .  ing  place,  that  covert  from  the  tem¬ 
pest,  that  shady  rock  .  .  .  weary  land;  with  this  we  will 
triumph  over  every  difficulty  even  Death  itself;  let  this  be 
your  ultimate  your  highest  aim,  and  you  will  have  cause  to 
rejoice;  this  will  regulate  all  your  aspiring  hopes,  all  your 
towering  expectations,  and  soften  all  the  rugged  paths  of  life. 

‘  ‘Dear  Brother  I  can  perceive  that  you  are  not  happy  in  your 
situation,  this  has  caused  us  much  grief;  of  all  the  sublunary 
comforts  we  enjoy,  health  and  contentment  are  the  great¬ 
est;  we  should  always  strive  to  be  content  let  our  situation 
be  what  it  will:  for  a  farther  definition  see  what  is  required 
in  the  No.  10  precept  of  the  Moral  Law.  Certainly  you  will 
be  glad  to  see  your  Brothers  Friends  and  native  country:  I 
feel  your  throes  of  affection  which  extort  from  me  the  will¬ 
ing  tear  .  .  . 

“The  business  you  are  to  be  engaged  in  is  doubtless  of  great 
moment,  I  would  not  have  you  proceed  in  it  indeliberately  but 
consider  maturely  your  safety  in  doing  so:  I  fear  there  will 
be  great  danger  as  well  as  difficulties  attending  it,  it  is  very 
far  from  Bro.  Samuel  and  friends  and  it  may  be  a  savage 
country;  if  it  is  so  I  think  it  would  be  better  to  relinquish 
your  design  of  proceeding. 
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“If  two  years  intervene  before  you  come  to  Ireland  it  is 
possible  I  may  see  you  in  America  before  that  time  is  elapsed. 

“Uncle  Taylor  is  well,  Cousin  Mary  .  .  .  her  husband’s  name 
is  John  Dunlop,  he  was  engaged  in  the  .  .  .  lling  business  at 
the  time  you  left  Ireland. 

[Following  portions  of  the  letter  are  destroyed] 

“Dear  Brother  do  not  omit  to  write  to  me  frequently;  a  let¬ 
ter  from  you  at  every  opportunity  would  be  most  welcome  to 
yours  loving  and  affectionate  Brother,

given  and  granted  and  by  these  presents  do  give  and  grant 
unto  the  said  Sampson  Stuart  a  tract  of  Land,  containing  Fifty 
acres  lying  and  being  in  our  County  of  Guilford  on  the  waters 
of  Alamance  and  on  North  side  of  North  Fork  of  the  same. 
Beginning  at  a  small  post  oak  on  Jacob  Summers  line  on  the 
persimmon  branch  turning  thence  North  on  said  line  and  crop¬ 
ping  said  branch  to  a  white  oak  nineteen  chains  and  seventy 
five  links  thence  west  twenty  five  chains  and  thirty  eight  links 
to  a  black  sapling  thence  south  nineteen  chains  and  seventy 
five  links  to  a  black  oak  sapling  on  his  own  line  thence  North 
on  his  own  line  twenty  five  chains  seventy  five  links  to  the 
beginning  as  by  the  plat  here  unto  annexed  doth  appear  to¬ 
gether  with  all  woods,  waters,  mines,  minerals,  hereditaments 
and  appurtenances  to  the  said  land  belonging  or  appertaining 
to  hold  to  the  said  Sampson  Stuart  his  heirs  and  assigns  for¬ 
ever  yielding  and  paying  to  us  such  sum  of  money  yearly  or 
otherwise,  as  our  General  Assembly  from  time  to  time  may 
direct.  Provided  always  that  the  said  Sampson  Stuart  shall 
cause  this  grant  to  be  registered  with  the  Register  Office  of 
our  said  County  of  Guilford  within  twelve  months  from  the 
date  hereof,  otherwise  the  same  shall  be  void.

Too  Late  to  Classify 


1.  It  has  been  established  by  Dr.  David  Stewart  of  Belfast, 
Northern  Ireland,  that  he  IS  of  our  Stewart  line,  contrary  to 
a  statement  made  on  page  403  of  this  volume.  In  a  recent 
search  of  the  old  Registers  of  the  Parish  of  Killyleagh,  he 
has  discovered  lineal  connections.

2.  Portions  of  this  volume  were  printed  as  early  as  1958  and 
compiled,  of  course,  even  earlier.  Keeping  this  in  mind  as 
you  search  these  pages,  will  help  to  understand  certain  state¬ 
ments  that  have  been  affected  by  the  passing  of  time. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  the  Liberty  Hill  Community,  mentioned  so 
many  times  in  this  volume,  was  founded  in  1849  by  Samuel 
and  Prudence  Shaw  (Matthews)  Wright  (pages  163-65),  the 
following  excerpt  from  the  Official  Minutes  of  the  first 
Session  Meeting  of  the  Liberty  Hill  Church  is  included  here 
for  the  benefit  of  the  many  descendants  of  these  first  settlers: 

“NAVARRO  COUNTY,  TEXAS,  DECEMBER  23,  1860 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Richland  Congre¬ 
gation  of  the  C.  P.  [Cumberland  Presbyterian]  Church,  being 
desirous  of  enjoying  the  means  of  grace  amongst  us  and  be- 
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in g  willing  to  support  the  gospel  as  God  in  his  providence 
may  prosper  us,  agree  to  form  ourselves  into  a  congregation 
of  the  C.  P.  Church  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  Liberty 
Hill  and  being  within  the  bounds  of  the  Tehuacana  Presby¬ 
tery,  pray,  to  be  taken  under  her  care:

The  above  named,  being  remotely  situated  from  Rich¬ 
land  Church  and  desiring  an  organization  more  conveniently 
located  to  them,  formed  themselves  into  a  congregation  to  be 
known  by  the  name  of  Liberty  Hill  and  at  their  request  Rev. 
R.  B.  Graves  presided  in  the  election  of  officers  which  result¬ 
ed  in  the  choice  of  Samuel  Wright  and  Wm.  Fullerton  as  Rul¬ 
ing  Elders.  Samuel  Wright  being  an  Elder  in  the  Richland 
Church,  accepted  the  office  of  Ruling  Elder.  Wm.  Fullerton, 
having  accepted  said  office,  was  regularly  ordained  to  that 
office  by  R.  B.  Graves  on  the  23rd  of  December,  1860.”
